The Senator arrived with her flag at 
halfmast on account of the death of 
Colonel Hawkins. 
The Senator sailed from Manila on 
July I, with 38-officers and 721 enlisted 
men. The transport was at Nagasaki 
on July lo, whim Colonel Hawkins was 
taken ill with cancer of the bowels, from 
which he had been a sufferer during the 
greater part of his campaign in the 
Philippines, and for which he had un­ 
dergone treatm ent in the military hos­ 
pital ai Manila. 
His illness continued 
during the following day, July 16, when 
the Senator was at Yokohama, and two 
days later he passed away at sea 
Colonel Hawkins’ illness dated from 
the battle of Malolos, when he exposed 
himself almost recklessly in the dis­ 
ease-breeding climate. 
He was 
re­ 
spected and loved by every man of his 
comm; bd, 
and his death is deeply 
mourned by the troops. 
His body was 
placed in a hermetically sealed casket, 
aud on the Sunday following his death 
impressive funeral services were con­ 
ducted by the ex p la in of the regiment, 
all ot his men being in attendance. 
The remains were placed in the stern 
of the vessel and lay in state, attended 
day and night by a guard of honor dur­ 
ing the remainder of* the voyage. 
After the death of Colonel Hawkins, 
the command of the regiment was 
vested in Lieutenant Colonel Barnett, 
who, like the dead commander, is popu­ 
lar among the enlisted men, and made j 
a good record in the war. 
Of the 759 officers and men whom 
Colonel Barnett brought to San Fran­ 
cisco, three are privates in*the Sixth ar­ 
tillery, U. S. A., and one is a member 
of the Nebraska regiment who was left 
behind at Yokohama when his compan­ 
ions sailed for this port on the Han- 
co°k. 
A dozen stowaways were also 
concealed in the hold and were soon 
brought to light after the Senator left 
Yokohama.

^ J he Senator had a good trip from 
Japan. 
With the exception of the sad 
illness and death of the regimental com­ 
mander there was no sickness aboard, 
barring a few cases of seasickness and 
half a dozen cases of dysentery.

The premature ap­ 
pearance of the transport last evening, 
however, did not permit the carrying 
tut of all these plans, but the commit­ 
tee, comprising John Barclay of Greens­ 
burg, Pa., who had come out in ad­ 
vance of the regular committee, of 
which he is a member, to meet his 
badly wounded brother of the Tenth, 
who is on the Relief; John M. Beall, 
agent here of the Piedmont Air Line, 
formerly of Philadelphia; Alex Coul­ 
ter, Greensburg, Pa.; M. M. Ogden of 
Governor Gage’s staff, formerly a Pitts­ 
burg newspaper man; M. M. Lear of 
Denver, formerly of Greensburg, whose 
brother, W. A. Lear, is captain in the 
Tenth; Colonel 
Henry Hall of the 
Pittsburg Times, a member of Gov­ 
ernor Stone’s staff, aud James A. Camp­ 
bell of the Philadelphia Times, has­ 
tily embarked aud were alongside the 
Senator, extending a warm greeting to 
their fellow Pennsylvanians aud wel­ 
coming the brave lads back to their na­ 
tive land. 
Out of respect to the dead regimental 
commander, there was little cheering or 
other noisyjdemonstrations.but the men 
quietly expressed their delight at the 
first glimpse of the Golden Gate. 
Like 
the Oregon aud Nebraska regiments, 
the Pennsylvania troops, prior to sailing 
from Manila, voted in favor of being 
mustered out in San Francisco. 
Lieutenant Colonel Barnett, who is 
now in command of the regiment, in 
the course of an interview, said: 
“The boys are all glad, of course, to 
get back home again, but their joy is 
tinged with sadness on account of the 
death of Colonel Hawkins. 
“The colonel was a most kind and 
considerate commander, who took a 
keen individual interest in his men aud 
it is little wonder that they feel his loss 
a personal bereavement. 
“Colonel Hawkins was a sick man at 
the beginning of the campaign which 
ended in the capture of Malolos. 
The 
regimental surgeon had advised him to 
retire for rest and medical attention,

but the colonel peremptorily refused, 
declaring that he would go wherever 
his men went. 
“When the final volley was fired at 
Malolos, Colonel Hawkins was right in 
front of the firing line, urging his men 
onward and encouraging them with his 
exhibitionist personal bravery.

that decisive battle the colonel’s illness 
increased. 
The ailment devHopeu rap­ 
idly in the unhealthy climate. 
After 
we embarked he sank steadily and his 
death at sea was not unexpected.”

M a d r id , Aug. 2.—The second session 
of the courtmartial of Generals Toral 
aud Pareja, charged with surrendering 
Santiago de Cuba to the Americana 
without having exhausted all means of 
defense, took place and General Pareja, 
in his defense, said tile garrison of the 
city of Santiago de Cuba lacked food, 
many of the soldiers having died of 
hunger. 
In addition, the 
hospitals 
lacked medicines. 
The general read 
several telegrams exchanged between 
the authorities at Washington aud Ma­ 
jor General Shafter, the latter showing 
himself confident of forcing the sur­ 
render of Santiago de Cuba. 
General Toral made a similar defense. 
He read a telegram sent him by Captain 
General Blanco, who, after consulting 
with the authorities at Madrid, ap­ 
proved of the capitulation. 
Another Spanish officer testified that 
when he entered Santiago he found three 
quarters of the troops sick. 
General Rubi gave testimony to the 
effect that further resistance would 
have been equivalent to the death of 
the remainder of the troops. 
Lieutenant General Pando testified ae 
to his regretting that the recommenda­ 
tions made by him before leaving San­ 
tiago had not been acted on, as Santiago 
then had sufficient ammunition, except 
for the artillery.

General Blanco said he had never ad­ 
vised the capitulation of Santiago, but

The transport was at Nagasaki 
on .Inly lo, when Colonel Haw kins was 
taken ill with cancer of the bowels, from 
which he had been a sutferer during the 
greater part of his campaign in the 
Philippines, and for which he had un ­ 
dergone treatm ent in the m ilitary hos­ 
pital ai Manila. 
His illness continued 
during the following day, July IU, when 
the Senator was at Yokohama, and two 
days later he passed aw ay at sea 
Colonel H aw kins’ illness dated from 
the battle of Malolos, when he exposed 
himself almost recklessly in the dis­ 
ease-breeding climate. 
He was 
re­ 
spected and loved by every man of his 
comm; nd, 
and his death is deeply 
mourned by the troops. 
His body was 
placed in a herm etically sealed casket, 
aud on the Sunday following his death 
impressive funeral services were con­ 
ducted by the clWplain of the regim ent, 
all ot his men being in attendance. 
The remains were placed in the stern 
of the vessel and lay in state, attended 
day and night by a guard of honor du r­ 
ing the rem ainder of* the voyage. 
After the death of Colonel Hawkins, 
the command of the regim ent was 
vested in Lieutenant Colonel Barnett, 
who, like the dead commander, is popu­ 
lar among the enlisted men, and made j

Of the 759 officers and men whom

Surgeon W hite 
telegraphed Dr. W yman th at in his 
opinion there was little doubt th at there 
had been some fever infection in the 
neighboring village of Phoebus, but 
the surgeou general said th at this dis­ 
patch had not been followed by any evi­ 
dence of a positive case at th at pla^e. 
Should the fever develop there, how­ 
ever, no surprise would be felt, iii view 
of the proximity of the place to the Sol­ 
diers’ home and the m ixing of the in ­ 
mates of the institution w ith the people 
of Phoebus. 
The opinion was expressed that the 
situation continued encouraging, inas­ 
much as the disease h a d ' been kept 
w ithin its original bounds. None of the 
nearby towns other than Phoebus had 
reported the appearance of infection or 
suspicious cases.

alarmed, but quiet. No restrictions had 
been placed on the departure of the sev­ 
eral hundred visitors at Old Point Com­ 
fort, but Dr. Pettus will exercise careful 
supervision of those who may leave, so 
as to avoid danger of their comm unicat­ 
ing the discase.

General Blanco, who, after consulting 
w ith the authorities at Madrid, ap­ 
proved of the capitulation. 
Another Spanish officer testified that 
when he entered Santiago he found three 
quarters of the troops sick. 
General Rubi gave testim ony to the 
affect th at further resistance would 
have been equivalent to the death of 
the rem ainder of the troops. 
Lieutenant General Paudo testified as 
to his regretting that the recom menda­ 
tions made by him before leaving San­ 
tiago had not been acted on, as Santiago 
then had sufficient amm unition, except 
for the artillery. 
He disapproved the 
decisions of tile generals at Havana, 
who, he asserted, to succeed should 
have reinforced Santiago.

I'ntted States Placed on the Same 
Fuuting With England, Germany , 
Belginm and Austrla^Yew Trade 
Era 
Is 
Begun —Why 
Details 
of 
Agreement Are Kept Secret. 


Much interest wa.s manifested the 
other day In New York in the conclu­ 
sion of the recip rocity treaty between 
the United States and France, under 
which American exp orts to r ranee will 
be admitte<l on the same terms with 
exp orts from England, Germany ami 
other Europ ean countries which have 
had the benefit of the French mini­ 
mum tariff. 
Neither Collector Bidwell nor Ap ­ 
p raiser Wakemen had learned from 
Washington the details of the treaty, 
arid neither would venture an op inion 
as to Its effect, says the New York 
Herald. 
Francois Edmond Bruwaert. 
the French consul general to the Unit­ 
ed States, wliile not informed as to the 
extent of the American concessions, 
exp lained the general scop e of the 
treaty. 
“1 r» ‘gnrd it as an excellent thing for 
the United States.’’ he said. “America 
was the only country which <lid not 
have the iicncfit of our minimum tariff. 
As niMiiufacturers aiiroad are satisfied 
with a i» roflt of 5 p er cent, the differ­ 
ence between tlie maximum and mini­ 
mum rates was sufficient to ^.eep the 
United States out of the French mar­ 
ket. 
“France’s 
annual 
imp ortation 
of 
manufactured articles is about $2S0,- 
OOb.(XS). and the United States will get 
a good share of this. 
America under­ 
sells England in cotton goods in China, 
and there is no reason why it cannot 
do the same in France. 
It will be the 
same with other articles. 
“England. Belgium, Germany and 
.Austria now sup p ly France with her 
Imp oited manufactured articles. 
The 
lending Imp orts are raw cotton, wheat, 
tobacco, mineral oil, cop p er and lend. 
America 
sends 
agricultural

ments. sewing machine*, electrical ap ­ 
p liances and p ump s. 
“There are b42 articles on the du­ 
tiable list of the F'rench tariff, and the 
treaty gives the United States the 
mlnimuin rate on all excep t 12. 
(ier- 
many. England and the otlier countries 
which have treaties with France do 
not enjoy the minimum rate on these 
12 excep tions, wliicli are chiefly agri­ 
cultural p roducts. The average differ­ 
ence between the Freucli maximum 
and minimum rate is 33 p er cent, so 
that imp orts from the I’nited States 
vvi'l p ay one-third less duty when the 
tn'aty goes into effect. 
“'I’here are 4d.3 dutiable items in the 
tariff law of the Unileil States, aud in 
return for her concessions France will 
obtain a lower rate on less than 100 o 
them, the average reduction being only 
10 p er cent. 
While this seems one 
sided, it is not so much so as it ap 
p ears, because American goods liave 
been sent into France as Engli.sh goods 
under the minimum tariff. 
“I do not think the treaty can go into 
effect before next February. 
It must 
be ratified both here aud in France 
and signed l)y I’resident Loubet aud 
I’resident McKinley.

Much interest was m anifested the 
other day in New York in the conclu­ 
sion of the reciprocity treaty between 
the United States aud France, under 
which American exports to France will 
be adm itted on the same term s with 
exports from England, Germany and 
other European countries which have 
had the benefit of the French mini­ 
mum tariff. 
Neither Collector Bidwell nor Ap­ 
praiser VVakemen had learned from 
W ashington the details of the treaty, 
and neither would venture an opinion 
as to its effect, says the New York 
Herald. 
Francois Edmond Bruwaert, 
tile French consul general to the Unit­ 
ed States, while not informed as to the 
extent of the American concessions, 
explained the general scope of the 
treaty. 
“ I regard it as an excellent thing for 
the United States,” he said. 
“America 
was the only country which did not 
have the benefit of our minimum tariff. 
As m anufacturers abroad are satisfied 
with a profit of 5 per cent, the differ­ 
ence between the maximum and mini­ 
mum rates was sufficient to u.eep the 
United States out of the French m ar­ 
ket. 
“ France’s 
annual 
importation 
of 
m anufactured articles is about $280,- 
000.000. and the United States will get 
a good share of this. 
America under­ 
sells England in cotton goods In China, 
and there is no reason why it cannot 
do the same In France. 
It will be the 
•am e with other articles. 
“England. 
Belgium, Germany and 
Austria now supply France with her 
Imported m anufactured articles. 
The 
leading imports are raw cotton, wheat, 
tobacco, mineral oil, copper and lend. 
America

ments. sewing machine*, electrical ap­ 
pliances and pumps. 
“There are 042 articles on the du­ 
tiable list of the French tariff, and the 
treaty gives the United States the 
minimum rate on all except 12. 
Ger­ 
many. England and the other countries 
which have treaties with France do 
not enjoy the minimum rate on these 
12 exceptions, which are chiefly agri­ 
cultural products. The average differ­ 
ence between the French maximum 
aud minimum rate is 33 per cent, so 
that imports from the United States 
will pay one-third less duty when the 
treaty goes into effect. 
“There are 463 dutiable items in the 
tariff law of the United States, aud in 
return for her concessions France will 
obtain a lower rate on less than HK) o 
them, the average reduction being only 
IO per cent. 
While this seems one­ 
sided, it is not so much so as it ap 
pears, because American goods have 
been sent into France as English goods 
under the minimum tariff. 
“I do not think the treaty can go into 
effect before next February. 
It m ust 
be ratified both here and in France 
and signed by President Loubet and 
President McKinley. 
Then copies of 
the treaty m ust be exchanged. 
“This treaty m arks a new era for the 
United States. 
There will eventually 
lie opposition to American imports in 
foreign countries, and it will be wise 
for the United States to make trade 
treaties before th at opposition becomes 
too strong. Mr. Kasson, who negotiat­ 
ed the treaty for the United States, 
has lived much abroad, and I think he 
tukes a broad view of the situation, 
foreseeing w hat uiu«i happen in the 
future. 
“France has given all she can give, 
because, with her $7,000,000,000 of na­ 
tional debt, she cannot reduce her ta r­ 
iff any further. 
We did not get w hat 
we asked, by any means, but we ob­ 
tained all the United States was will­ 
ing to give. 
We realized that the 
treaty must be such that congress 
would appreve it, and France deferred 
to Preside:.! 
McKinley’* wishes on 
th at account.” 
M. Bruwaert said th at the United 
States had a great commercial future 
aud expressed adm iration at the ease 
with which Secretary Gage borrowed 
all the money needed for the war with 
Spain. 
Secrecy is m aintained in regard to 
the classes of goods upon which the 
American tariff will be lowered. This 
is done in order to avoid the opposition 
of interests which might object to for­ 
eign competition in the home market. 
The details will probably not be made 
known before congress meets.

Chinese Minister Talks of N a­ 
tives and How to Rule Them.

Wu Ting Fang, China’s minister to 
the United States, who is also imperial 
representative to the court of Spain, 
has returned to W ashington from an 
official visit to Madrid. 
In all of the 
European countries that 
lie 
passed 
through Mr. Wu says the greatest in­ 
te r e st is m anifested in the prospective 
disposition of the Philippines, says the 
Chicago Inter Ocean. 
“ The people of Spain, France and 
England realise, however," he declar­ 
ed, “ that the United States lias a hard 
nut to crack iu the matter of the sub­ 
jugation of the Filipinos. 
The Fili­ 
pino people are probably unlike auy 
other nationality on earth, and conse­ 
quently a distinct and peculiar manner 
of treatm ent is necessary, in auy nego­ 
tiations between them and a foreign 
people for the accom plishm ent of their 
sovereignty, to a nation so dissim ilar 
to them in every characteristic. 
“ Perhaps if the people of the United 
States had the Spanish war to ttglit 
over again they would hesitate in a de­ 
termination to hold these islands as an 
indem nity with the purpose of sub 
duing the Filipinos, for, as every one 
knows, the 
struggle there lias cost 
many valuable lives and many thou­ 
sands of dollars. 
But now that they 
are in the conflict with the intention of 
conquering the natives, it would never 
do for the governm ent to desist. 
The 
prize is many tim es worth the pain, 
and I am convinced that when peace 
shall have been com pletely established 
the prodigious value of the islands, 
both in a commercial sense and in re­ 
spects too numerous to mention, will 
be fully appreciated by the American 
nation. 
“ It must be borne in mind, how­ 
ever, that iu order to retain the islands 
without fom enting a repetition of the 
frequent disturbances which marked 
the sovereignty of Spain in the Philip­ 
pines, the legislative aud executive 
branches of the American governm ent 
m ust enact aud enforce a code of laws 
which will be in conform ity with the 
manners, custom s and tem peram ent of 
the Filipino people. 
It would be an 
Im possibility for the United States to 
extend its own statutes to the Filipinos 
as they now stand and maintain a 
peaceful and happy condition there. 
“ L aw s must be enacted by the Amer­ 
ican congress to apply to the Filipinos 
exclusively, law s which are suitable 
and applicable even to a shade to the 
natives. 
It will be im possible for the 
people of the United States to proclaim 
their owu law s aud tlien attem pt to 
make the Filipinos conform to them. 
They must gather the natives, study 
their habits and disposition and then 
fram e law s to conform to the populace. 
T hat, In substance, is an economic 
axiom which is beyond controversy. 
During my residence in China I have 
come iu contact with a great many of 
the Filipinos who have journeyed to 
the Chinese ports on commercial busi­ 
ness. 
They are, as a rule, well edu­ 
cated. thrifty aud gifted with natural 
Intelligence. 
Under a conservative and 
liberal treatm ent they will, 1 believe, 
prove to be good citizens, worthy of 
admission to the United States. 
“ A wholesom e proportion of the peo­ 
ple there are Chinese. 
The Chinese of 
the Philippines, however, are unlike 
those which inhabit the United States. 
In and around Manila there are sub­ 
jects of the emperor engaged in every 
channel of business and in every walk 
of life. 
There are merchants, expert 
artisans, professional 
men, 
business 
men aud others 
following different 
pursuits from that of manual labor. 
There are many Chinese millionaires 
there, men from tin* most renowned, 
accom p lish ed and aristocratic fam ilies 
of my 
native country. 
They have 
proved a considerable factor in the 
prosperity aud richness of the Islands, 
which was so greatly appreciated by 
the Spanish government, and they will 
continue to enhance the good com­ 
mercial name of the islauds under 
American control. 
“ For this reason 1 entertain the hope 
that the Chinese exclusion law now in 
operation in the United States will not 
be extended to the Philippines when 
the American government abolishes 
m ilitary law and provides a civil code 
for governing the islands. 
Our coun­ 
trym en w ill be done n great injustice 
if it does so. 
The most casual obser­ 
vation to any one Interested will con­ 
vince him that the Chinese are a neces­ 
sity to the Philippines and that their 
presence there, in numbers unlimited, 
w ill be a boon rather than a bane to 
the future of the archipelago. 
They 
are so dissim ilar to the impession of 
the Chinese race which obtains in the 
United States that a comparison Is dif­ 
ficult."

WIRELESS TORPEDOES. 


D e ad l y W e ap o n * S te e r e d F r om S h ar e 
W it h No . M a t e r i a l C o n n e c t i o n . 
Contemporaneous with the sitting of 
* the 
international 
peace 
commission 
com es the announcement of a new in­ 
vention by which torpedoes are to he 
rendered more deadly in modern war­ 
fare than heretofore. 
The invention, 
due to Messrs. Walter Jamieson and 
.John Trotter, consists iu utilizing the 
“ ethereal" or “ Hertzian’’ waves, widen 
are tiie basis of wireless telegraphy, 
as a means of steering and controlling 
torpedoes on their deadly missions. 
The apparatus is made in several 
forms, which differ principally in tiie 
means by which tie* current induced 
by the w aves is applied to the steering 
mechanism. 
Tlie 
best 
arrangement 
consists of 
a coil of 
iron wire 
or 
“ solenoid" that becomes magnetic on 
receiving the ethereal waves, and is 
thus rendered capable of sucking into 
itself a magnet, tlie motion of which 
brings about any required change in 
the steering gear of the torpedo. 
I he 
latter Is fitted with two rods, which 
project above the water and serve as 
“ receivers"—that is, means of collect­ 
ing the waves. Each of the rods is in 
connection with a coii of the type de­ 
scribed. one on tlie right of the torpedo 
and one on tlie left, and, according as 
the right hand or tlie left hand rod ab­ 
sorbs the waves, so the torpedo is guid 
ed to tlie right or left. 
The means adopted in using the np 
paratus is as follows, says the New 
York Times: Suppose that the torpedo 
Is fired in the usual manner and that 
its course is seen to swerve from its 
proper path. 
From the torpedo boat 
electrical waves are immediately dis­ 
patched by the processes used in wire­ 
less telegraphy in such a manner that 
they only affect either the right hand 
or left hand coil controlling the helm, 
which is thus turned in any required 
direction and the original course of 
the torpedo reproduced. When this is 
accomplished, the electric waves are 
stopped and the helm flies back to the 
midship position. 
Large models of the apparatus have 
been experimented with, and it is said 
that perfect success has been obtained 
under nil possible conditions. Since the 
new method of guiding torpedoes is 
greately superior to the old, which 
made use of electric wires, it is evident 
that tiie new invention will he an im­ 
portant factor in future naval warfare.

Chinese Minister Talks of Na­ 
tives and How to Rule Them.

W u Ting Fang, China's m inister to 
the United States, who is also imperial 
representative to the court of Spain, 
has returned to W ashington from an 
official visit to Madrid. 
In all of the 
European countries th at 
he 
passed 
through Mr. W u says the greatest in­ 
terest is m anifested in the prospective 
disposition of the Philippines, says the 
Chicago Inter Ocean. 
“The people of Spain, France and 
England realise, however," he declar­ 
ed, “th at the United States has a hard 
n u t to crack in the m atter of the sub­ 
jugation of the Filipinos. 
The Fili­ 
pino people are probably unlike any 
other nationality on earth, and conse­ 
quently a distinct and peculiar manner 
of treatm ent is necessary, in any nego­ 
tiations betw een them and a foreign 
people for the accom plishm ent of their 
sovereignty, to a nation so dissim ilar 
to them in every characteristic. 
“Perhaps lf the people of the United 
States had the Spanish w ar to fight 
over again they would hesitate in a de­ 
term ination to hold these Islands as an 
indem nity with the purpose of sub 
duing the Filipinos, for, as every one 
knows, the 
struggle there has cost 
m any valuable lives and many thou 
■ands of dollars. 
But now th at they 
are in the conflict with the intention of 
conquering the natives, it would never 
do for the governm ent to desist. 
The 
prise is m any tim es worth the pain, 
and I ain convinced th at when peace 
■hall have beeu completely established 
the prodigious value of the islands, 
both in a commercial sense and in re­ 
spects too num erous to mention, will 
be fully appreciated by the American 
nation. 
“It m ust be borne in mind, how 
ever, th at in order to retain the islands 
w ithout fom enting a repetition of the 
frequent disturbances which m arked 
the sovereignty of Spain in the Philip­ 
pines, the legislative and executive 
branches of the American governm ent 
m ust enact and enforce a code of law s 
which will be in conform ity w ith the 
m anners, custom s and tem peram ent of 
the Filipino people. 
It would be an 
impossibility for the United States to 
extend its own statutes to the Filipinos 
as they now stand and m aintain a 
peaceful aud happy condition there. 
“Law s m ust be enacted by the Amer­ 
ican congress to apply to the Filipinos 
exclusively, law s which are suitable 
and applicable even to a shade to the 
natives. 
It will be Impossible for the 
people of the United States to proclaim 
their own law s and then attem pt to 
m ake the Filipinos conform to them 
They m ust gather the natives, study 
their habits and disposition and then 
fram e law s to conform to the populace. 
T h at, In substance, Is an economic 
axiom which Is beyond controversy 
D uring my residence in China I have 
come iu contact with a great many of 
the Filipinos who have journeyed to 
the Chinese ports on commercial busi­ 
ness. 
They are, as a rule, well edu­ 
cated. thrifty aud gifted with natural 
intelligence. Under a conservative and 
liberal treatm ent they will, I believe, 
prove to be good citizens, worthy of 
admission to the United States. 
“A wholesome proportion of the peo­ 
ple there are Chinese. The Chinese of 
the Philippines, however, are unlike 
those which inhabit the United States 
In and around Manila there are sub 
jects of the emperor engaged in every 
channel of business and in every walk 
of life. 
There are m erchants, expert 
artisans, professional men, business 
men and others following different 
pursuits from th at of m anual labor 
There are many Chinese millionaires 
there, men from the most renowned 
accomplished and aristocratic families 
of my native country. 
They have 
proved a considerable factor In the 
prosperity and richness of the Islands 
which was so greatly appreciated by 
the Spanish government, and they will 
continue to enhance the good com­ 
mercial name of the islands under 
American control. 
“ For this reason I entertain the hope 
th at the Chinese exclusion law now in 
operation in the United States will not 
be extended to the Philippines when 
the American governm ent abolishes 
m ilitary law and provides a civil code 
for governing tile islands. 
Our coun­ 
trym en will be done a great injustice 
i f it does so. 
The most casual obsor-' 
vation to any one Interested will con­ 
vince him that the Chinese are a neces­ 
sity to the Philippines and th at their 
presence there, in num bers unlimited, 
will be a boon rather than a baile to 
th e future of the archipelago. 
They 
are so dissim ilar to the impessiou of 
the Chinese race which obtains in tile 
United States th at a comparison is dif­ 
ficult.”

Every day’s mail brings me letters of 
inquiry regarding tile stability of a set 
of W all street sharks who offer to 
guarantee” profits ranging from IO 
to IOO per cent per month to all who 
will give up their good money and 
trust the sharpers to iuvest it in the 
maelstrom of speculation. 
Scarcely a 
week passes w ithout the report in the 
new spapers of the exposure, the flight 
or arrest of one of these sharks. 
But the race of fools seems to be 
eternal, and it appears to be only nec­ 
essary for the Wall street bunko m an 
to take a new name and to hire desk- 
room in Wall street or one of Its 
laterals to reap a new crop from a new 
line of custom ers.—Leslie’s Weekly.

W it h No M a te ria l C o n n e c tio n . 
Contemporaneous with the sitting of 
the 
international 
peace commission 
comes the announcem ent of a new in­ 
vention by which torpedoes are to be 
rendered more deadly in modern w ar­ 
fare than heretofore. 
The invention, 
due to Messrs. W alter Jamieson and 
John Trotter, consists in utilizing the 
“ethereal” or “H ertzian” waves, widen 
are the basis of wireless telegraphy. 
as a m eans of steering and controlling 
torpedoes on their deadly missions. 
The apparatus is made in several 
forms, which (lifter principally in the 
means by which the current induced 
by the waves is applied to the steering 
mechanism. 
The best arrangem ent 
consists of a coil of 
iron wire or 
“solenoid” that becomes magnetic on 
receiving the ethereal waves, and is 
thus rendered capable of sucking into 
Itself a magnet, the motion of winch 
briugs about any required change in 
the steering gear of the torpedo. The 
latter Is fitted with two rods, which 
project above the w ater and serve as 
“receivers”—th at is, means of collect 
ing the waves. Each of the rods is in 
connection with a coil of the type de­ 
scribed. one on the right of the torpedo 
and one on tile left, and, according as 
the right hand or the left hand rod ab­ 
sorbs Hie waves, so the torpedo is guid­ 
ed to tile right or left. 
The means adopted in using the ap 
paratus is as follows, says the New 
York Times: Suppose that the torpedo 
is fired in the usual m anner and that 
its course is seen to swerve from its 
proper path. 
From the torpedo boat 
electrical waves are immediately dis­ 
patched by the processes used in wire­ 
less telegraphy in such a m anner that 
they only affect either the right hand 
or left hand coil controlling the helm, 
which is thus turned in any required 
direction aud the original course of 
the torpedo reproduced. When this is 
accomplished, the electric waves are 
stopped and the helm flies back to the 
midship position. 
Large models of the apparatus have 
been experim ented with, aud it is said 
th at perfect success has beeu obtained 
under all possible conditions. Since the 
new method of guiding torpedoes is 
greately superior to the old, which 
made use of electric wires, it is evident 
th at the new invention will be an im 
portant factor in future naval w arfare

Chinese Minister Talks of N a­ 
tives and How to Rule Them.

W u Ting Fang, C hina's m inister to 
th e U nited States, w ho is also im perial 
rep resen tativ e to the court of Spain, 
has returned to W ashington from an 
official visit to M adrid. 
In all of the 
E uropean countries th a t 
he 
passed 
through Mr. W u says the g reatest in­ 
tere st is m anifested in the prospective 
disposition of the Philippines, says the 
Chicago In te r Ocean. 
“T he people of Spain, F rance and 
E ngland realise, how ever,” he deelar 
•d, “th a t the U nited S tates has a hard 
n u t to crack in the m atter of the sub­ 
ju g atio n of the Filipinos. 
The F ili­ 
pino people are probably unlike any 
o th er nationality on earth, and conse­ 
quently a d istin ct and peculiar m anner 
of trea tm e n t is necessary, In any nego­ 
tiations betw een them and a foreign 
people for the accom plishm ent of their 
aovereignty, to a nation so dissim ilar 
to them in every characteristic. 
“ P erhaps lf the people of the U nited 
S tates had th e Spanish w ar to light 
over again they would h esitate in a de­ 
term ination to hold these islands as an 
indem nity w ith th e purpose of sub 
duing th e Filipinos, for, as every one 
know s, th e 
struggle th ere has cost 
m any valuable lives and m any thou- 
aands of dollars. 
B ut now th a t they 
▲re In the conflict w ith the intention of 
conquering th e natives, it w ould never 
do for the governm ent to desist. 
The 
prise is m any tim es w orth the pain, 
and I am convinced th a t w hen peace 
•hall have been com pletely established 
the prodigious value of the islands, 
both in a com m ercial sense an d in re­ 
spects too num erous to m ention, will 
be fully appreciated by the A m erican 
nation. 
“I t m ust be borne in m ind, how ­ 
ever, th a t in order to retain the islands 
w ithout fom enting a repetition of the 
freq u en t disturbances w hich m arked 
the sovereignty of Spain in the P hilip­ 
pines, the legislative and executive 
branches of th e A m erican governm ent 
m ust en act and enforce a code of law s 
w hich will be in conform ity w ith the 
m anners, custom s and tem peram ent of 
the Filipino people. 
It would be an 
Im possibility for the U nited S tates to 
extend its ow n statu tes to th e Filipinos 
as they now stand and m aintain a 
peaceful and happy condition there. 
“L aw s m ust be enacted by the A m er­ 
ican congress to apply to tile Filipinos 
exclusively, law s w hich are suitable 
and applicable even to a shade to tile 
natives. 
It will be Im possible for tile 
people of tile U nited S tates to proclaim 
their ow n law s and then attem p t to 
m ake the Filipinos conform to them . 
They m ust g ath er the natives, study 
th eir habits and disposition and then 
fram e law s to conform to tile populace. 
’That, in substance, is an economic 
axiom w hich is beyond controversy. 
D uring my residence in Cid na I have 
come iu contact w ith a g reat m any of 
the Filipinos who have journeyed to 
the Chinese ports on com m ercial busi­ 
ness. 
They are, as a rule, w ell edu­ 
cated. th rift J' aud gifted w ith n atu ral 
Intelligence. 
U nder a conservative and 
liberal treatm en t they will, I believe, 
prove to be good citizens, w orthy of 
adm ission to tile U nited States. 
“A w holesom e proportion of the peo­ 
ple there are Chinese. 
The C hinese of 
th e Philippines, how ever, are unlike 
those w hich Inhabit the U nited States. 
In and around M anila th ere are sub­ 
jects of the em peror engaged in every 
channel of business and In every w alk 
of life. 
T here are m erchants, expert 
artisan s, professional 
men, business 
m en and others 
follow ing different 
p u rsu its from th a t of m anual labor. 
T here are m any Chinese m illionaires 
there, men from th e m ost renow ned, 
accom plished and aristocratic fam ilies 
of my 
native country. 
They have 
proved a considerable factor in tho 
prosperity and richness of the islands, 
w hich w as so greatly appreciated by 
the Spanish governm ent, and they will 
continue to enhance the good com­ 
m ercial nam e of th e islands under 
Am erican control. 
“ For this reason I en tertain the hope 
th a t the Chinese exclusion law now in 
operation in tile U nited S tates will not 
be extended to the Philippines when 
the A m erican governm ent abolishes 
m ilitary law and provides a civil code 
for governing tile islands. 
O ur coun­ 
trym en w ill be done a g reat injustice 
lf it does so. 
The m ost casual obser­ 
vation to any one interested will con­ 
vince him th a t tile Chinese are a neces­ 
sity to the Philippines and th a t their 
presence there, iii num bers unlim ited, 
will be a boon ra th e r than a bane to 
th e fu tu re of tile archipelago. 
They 
are so dissim ilar to the im pession of 
the C hinese race which obtains in the 
U nited S tates th a t a com parison is d if­ 
ficult.”

W alter Jam ieson and 
Jo h n T ro tte r, consists iii utilizing the 
“e th e re a l” or “ H e rtz ia n " w aves, widen 
are the basis of wireless telegraphy. 
as a m eans of steering and controlling 
torpedoes on their deadly missions. 
The ap p aratu s is m ade in several 
form s, wiiich differ principally iii the 
m eans by winch the c u rren t indueed 
by tile w aves is applied to th*1 steering 
m echanism . 
The 
best 
arrangem ent 
consists of 
a coil of 
iron w ire 
or 
“solenoid” th at becomes m agnetic on 
receiving the ethereal w aves, and is 
thus rendered capable of sucking into 
itself a m agnet, the motion of which 
brings about any required change iii 
the steering gear of the torpedo. The 
latter Is fitted with tw o rods. which 
project above tile w ater and serve as 
“ receivers”—th at is. m eans of collect­ 
ing the waves. Each of the rods is in 
connection w ith a coil of the type de­ 
scribed. om» on the right of the torpedo 
and one on tile left, and, according as 
tile right hand or the left hand rod ab ­ 
sorbs Hie waves, so the torpedo is gtiid 
ed to the right or left. 
The m eans adopted in using the ap 
p a ra tus is as follows, says the New 
York Tim es: Suppose th a t the torpedo 
is fired in tile usual m anner and th at 
Its course is seen to sw erve from its 
proper path. 
From the torpedo boat 
electrical w aves are im m ediately dis­ 
patched by tile processes used in w ire­ 
less telegraphy in such a m anner that 
they only affect either the right hand 
or left hand coil controlling the helm, 
which is thus turned in any required 
direction 
aud the original course of 
the torpedo reproduced. W hen this is 
accom plished, tile electric w aves are 
stopped and the helm flies back to the 
m idship position. 
L arge models of the ap p aratu s have 
been experim ented w ith, and it is said 
th a t perfect success has been obtained 
under all possible conditions. Since the 
new m ethod of guiding torpedoes is 
greately superior to the old, which 
m ade use of electric wires, it is evident 
th a t the new invention will lie an im ­ 
p o rtan t factor in fu tu re naval w arfare.

^PVANOING ON 8AN FERNANDO. 


jn«iir®eiit« Were Driven From 
ihe Trenfbee by Brave Kanaaa 
jHrn— tleneral Fnnaton Receives a 
fVoand— On a Seouflngr Trip Wltb 


Major Bell. 


jobD T. McCutcheon, the Chicago 
KtH’ord’B Manila correspondent, w riting 
uodfr date of May 7 about our arm y ’s 
adv ance an fc^au Fernando, say s; 
Santo Tomas is peculiarly situated. 
Xlje town is at least a mile In a wester- 
I5 direction from the railw ay , and the 
fiver runs south of the town. 
Between 
tbe railway and Santo Tom as is a 
iiwampy 
stretch 
of 
uncultivated 
ground, which m akes a direct commu- 
ttication with the track impracticable. 
Iii conseguence of this the road rgach- 
iDji the railw ay runs off in a northerly 
dlflgoiinl 
directiou. 
intersecting 
the 
railway 
about 
a 
mile 
bey ond 
the 
bridge. 
At the intersection stands the 
railway station and freiglithouse, with 
a cluster of nip« houses in the bamboo 
weuds just south of the station, while 
p. Mtnd for 
y ards is a Itroad. open 
riceiiold. 
i^an Fernando lios only three 
miles northwest, along the railway , 
freiii the Santo Tom as station, and as 
ft was then the Filipino capital a hard 
tight was confidently expectt*d to aw ait 
our troops before taking it. 
on the afternoon of >iay 4 the troops 
began advancing from the Santo To­ 
mas [» ridge tow ard the station. 
From 
all indications it m ight have been sup­ 
posed that there w as uot au iusurgeut 
within miles. 
A gigantic trench, very 
recently built, was passed, and a huge 
breastwork across the railw ay track 
about 
1.200 y ards south of the station 
gave no hostile sound as the soldiers 
advanced an<l peacefully climbed over 
It. Down in the depression on each side 
ran long, serpentine rifle pits, ad m ira­ 
bly designed to defeat a flanking fire. 
It must have taken day s to dig them, 
and y et there w asn’t a shot fired from 
tbem. 
Colonel Funston, w ith four com pa­ 
nies of K ansas men, were in a<lvanee. 
and the rest of the brigade w as cross­ 
ing the bridge some distance below. 
Funston pushed on through a strij) of 
ham boo trees and, keeping his men 
down behind the liigh roadbed of the 
railway on the left side, got the coiii- 
maml up by the freiglithouse, where 
his [» ositioii covered a low line of ea rth ­ 
works boo y ard.s off to the right. There 
was no tiring at the time. 
Some of 
the ^.^eldiers had come u{) the railway 
from th<* rear and were hunting a well 
RmoHL: the nijui hous<‘s w here <lriiikiiig 
w!\ur could be had. They branclied off 
tlie road 
running across tin* 
track to tlie right and succeeded in 
hiuiiiJLT a good well a t the fa rth er t^lge 
of th» ‘ Tn*es. 
Ten or I."» w» *re clnst(*red 
there liliing their canteens and drink­ 
ing away the th irst th a t by this time 
was nearly maddening. 
Caution and 
fear of bullets w ere lost in their eager­ 
ness to (jueuch their thirst, aud the 
groui» carelessly exposed a t the well 
drew a suddeu and totally unexpected 
fire from the trenches in the field near 
fiy . 
At the first indicatiou th a t the trench 
tvas occupied Colonel Funstou began 
firing steady volley s aloug its shallow 
rim. 
Several of the men uear the well 
edged over and joined the firing party 
at the frelghthouse, but it w as re­ 
markable to see th a t even under the 
fierce tire of the insurgents other sol­ 
diers came into the bullet zone to get 
the drink of w ater th a t they craved so 
keenly . 
For nearly half an hour the 
fight raged savagely . 
General MacAr- 
thur was movlug up more trooi>s as 
ipnckly 
as 
possible, 
and 
General 
Wheaton and his staff’ had reached the 
iHjsitioii held by Funston. 
There w as 
no way of know ing how m any insur­ 
gents Were behiud the trench or wiiat 
forces the woods bey ond m ight cou- 
ovnl. 
Colonel 
F unston 
w as 
shot 
through the left hand a t this tim e aud 
" a s suffering much from the wound. 
Then in the heat of the action occurre<l 
t ne of those picturesque charges which 
are rarely seen outside of paiiitiugs—a 
gallant rush, which proved to be one 
of the most dasliing and thrilling inci­ 
dents of the campaign. 
Ceneral W heaton w'hipped out his 
fovolver, and, w aving It above his 
head, y elled in th a t thunderous voice 
of his, “Come on, boy s; follow me!’’ 
aiid aw ay he w ent in a m ad rush out 
mto the bullet sw ept field. 
H ot a fte r 
him, racing in a frenzy of enthusiasm , 
oame his staff and Colonel Funston 
and every one of the men w ithin four 
Fansas companies. 
Out from the well 
|an the soldiers w’ho bad been crouch- 
og behind the little protected places, 
The field w as a wild confusion of 
J’liig figures. The m en w ere shooting 
fhey ran and cheering as they shot. 
iJown across the plowed field they 
^^krged, 
y elling 
like demons, 
with 
tieaton on ahead and Funston, with 
hand in a rough sling, coming hot 


-‘t appeared that the insurg ents w’o uld 
to run. fo r a s the line of 
j^e4iJcg Kansan.s came do wn o n them 
stuck to their trench with the des- 


perate courage 
01 men wno ngnt witn 
certain death coming like a whirlwind 
to strike them down. 
They held tight 
until our soldiers were within 
2(m> 
y ards of tlie trench, aud then terror 
ovetiook tlietn and they tried to flee 
Their firing had slackened until only a 
few shots were sent back as they ran. 
One native paused to slioot, and a 
K ansas man drew a bead on him and 
shot him down. The American officers 
were using their revolvers, aud we 
could see the rebfis dropping. 
Most of 
them reached the woods bey ond, but 
behind the freueli and on the upw ard 
ilope OD the other siile tluae were 13 
dead ones left as silent tesliuioiiy to 
opr 
soldiers’ 
m arksm anship. 
Many 
were found wouu» ied and were a fte r­ 
w ard taken up to the frelghthouse for 
treatmmit. 
Lt*ss than ten .\m ericnus 
were wuuuded. a i ^ only two were klll- 
ctl. 
T hat actiuu euded the advance 
for the day . 
One of the most im portant and nec­ 
essary 
components of 
au 
invading 
arm y is tlie corps of scouts. 
M ajor 
Bell is the chief of the scouts in (ieu- 
iral M acA rthur’s division. 
The part 
be play s lu the great military machine 
is to go on ahead of the arm y until he 
is shot at or until he sees the enemy 
established in their defenses. 
Then he 
returns with his rei» ort and is gener­ 
ally sent with the advancing troops to 
point out wh(*re caution is to be ob­ 
served and w here the men must expect 
the iigliting to la^gin. 
San Fernamio was sTipjioscd to he 
very strongly (h'Dmded. 
The meager 
luform atiou that <*ouhl be obtaliie« ! led 
(bm eral M acA rthur to expect a stiff’ 
fight liefore it could l» e 
taken. There 
were rum ors of artillery being placed 
to commaml the roads leading to it 
and others to the effect that several 
thousand riilemeu were to make a des­ 
perate stand to prevent the Americans 
taking the city . 
It w as the larg(\st aud 
finest city north of Manila, the seat of 
the Filipino government, and the nat­ 
ural assum ption was that the insur­ 
gents could not afford to lose it on ac­ 
count of its sentim ental significance. 
On the night of May 4 it w as a n­ 
nounced at the general headquarters 
that no m ovem eut would be m ade on 
the city until the morning of May 
6. 
General M acA rthur ordered Major Bell 
to take a small scouting party the fol- 
low’iug morning, the 5 th, and. If pos­ 
sible, determ ine how great a force w’as 
In San Fernando aud w hat disposition 
w as mnd(‘ of it. 
.\t ff o’clock the start 
was Jiiade. 
M ajor Bell, Lieutenant 
Mead, 15 soldiers aud 3 correspond­ 
ents. Hass. Keen and my self, compos­ 
ed the i» arty . 
The maj<u-. the lieuten­ 
ant and an orderly were mouut<‘d, but 
the remaiuiug m em bers were on foot. 
W hen the party , nnm hering 2b, 
15 
armetl with Krag-.Iorgensens and the 
rest w’itli revolvATs. got as far as the 
American ontposts, a halt was made. 
Tlnmceforth extrem e cant ion was nec­ 
essary . 
First, the leaders directe» ! lialf 
the soldiers to move sh)wly forwaial in 
the slndter of the trees, along one side 
of the road and the other half to take 
a sim ilar position on the other side. 
“Now, y ou men must understand me. 
I don't w.ant a shot tire<l. 
If they fire 
on us get in wlial protection y ou can, 
and don’t, under any circumstances, 
tire unless y ou simply have to. 
I don’t 
w’aiit the insurgents to see us. either. 
Keep in the shadow of those trees, and 
if y ou have to get into the road be 
careful to keep out of the center. Now’, 
I’m going forw ard. W e’ll leave these 
three horses w ith y ou,’’ indicating the 
correspondents, “for W’e m ust go on 
ahead. 
You bring them on about 
200 
y ards to our rear; for if any body is 
w’ounded w’e’ll have to use a horse to 
get him to the rear. You m ust observe 
the strictest caution and keep as close 
into the trees as y ou cau.” 
A fter these businesslike preparations 
the men disappeared in the trees llii- 
lug the road aud moved oil ahead, A 
slight bend presently revealed a long, 
straight stretch into the city of San 
Fernando. 
About three-quarters of a 
mile down this stretch w’as a very 
heavy hreastw’ork crossing the road, 
and beliind it w ere some nipa houses. 
T art of the di.« « tance w’as w'ell lined with 
scrubby trees, 
w’hich concealed the 
m em bers of our party from view’. Oc- 
casioually Major Bell w as ob.serve<1 a 
short distance aheml peering through 
the leaves and fixing his tieldglasses 
on the brcastw’ork ahead. 
There was 
no sign of life about it. 
O ur party wouhl advance a hundre<l 
j’ards, tlien pause for nearly 15 m in­ 
utes w’ith glasses study ing every clum p 
of bushes and every thing ahead th at 
could conceal a man. 
By degrees the 
scouts worked their W’ay up to w’itb- 
in 300 y ards of the breastw orks, w here 
an open field w as reached, aud conse­ 
quently no furth er advance could be 
m ade undiscovered. 
The horses w’ere 
tied in a clump of bushes, and w’e 
edged up to the limit of the trees. At 
this tim e an insurgent officer was seen 
riding down the road leading from San 
F ernando to the breastw’orks, the ex­ 
tension of which we were on. 
He 
seemed unconscious of the nearness 
of our party aud made no attem pt at 
concealment. As he reached the breast­ 
w orks he paused, and several figures 
were seen talking to him. Then he de­ 
liberately rode hack toward San F er­ 
nando. 
After .some minutes M ajor 
Bell showed himself in the road, feel­ 
ing th a t at such short range the insur- 
geuts would be teiopted to fire. 
B ut 
there w asn’t a sound, and, aside from 
our party , not a hum an being could be 


seen. 
The city of San Fernando, scarcely 
one-third of a mile aw ay , was peaceful 
and quiet. 
Once more M ajor Bell 
walked across the road in full view*, 
and .Mead leisurely followed him. Sev­ 
eral times this w as nqieated, but it 
drew no hostile shot from the for­ 
tresslike 
w arehouses 
or the 
heavy 
hr» ‘fistwork just ahead. 
Tattle by lit­ 
tle the scouts edged dowu the side of 
the road. 
Freseiitly we w ere all out 
In the little opmi field In front of the 
breastw orks. The leaders were within 
100 y ards of it. and the rest were scat­ 
tered iu a long, loose string behind. 
Every 
man 
w’as 
avoiding 
getting 
bunched with the others. 
Now the dis­ 
tance shrank to 50 y ards, and still no 
sign. 
By this tim e It w as reasonably 
cei-tain that the breastw’ork had been 
abandoned. 
Tw’enty -five 
y ards, 
ten 
y ards, and then the foremost 
men 
climbed up and over. 
There w asn’t a 
soul iu sight, for the men w’e had seen 
had quietly crept off to the rear. 
Th<‘ 
splendid defeuse. a high bank of earth, 
with bamboo loopholes for humireds 
of men, had bten completely ab a n­ 
doned.

the stone tioor would he found a lettt*r 
writttai by liims(df and a diary , say s 
the New’ York II era hi. 
There was no signatmv» to the <liary , 
as it W’as broken off abriqttly in the 
middle of a senteiiee. 
Several pagA*s 
of the first part of tlie diary were 
missing. 
It is eviiltmt they referrefl to 
the w’riter’s life from his capture ou 
Jan. 27 to March 28 , when the city of 
Malolos was taken by the Americans. 
The follow ing are extracts ^ om the 
diary w ithout date: 
“ Men, women and ehihlren all flee­ 
ing from the advancing Americans. 
couple of hours’ m arch brought us to 
Quiuga, where all the Spaniards aud 
ourselves stopped for a rest lu a con- 
veut. 
At 4 iu the moriilug w’e w’ere on 
the mandi again. 
About four hours’ 
m arch brought us to the huuk of a 
large river, and liere we W’cre ferried 
across lu a large canoe. 
Ou the other 
side lay Haliiiag, our re.stiiig i» Iace for 
the night. 
\Vo w’ere tak(‘ii into 
n con- 
veut auil put into a room about 
0 by 
II), W’ith uothiiig to sli*(*p oil hut the 
fioor ami a litt**r <;overe<l with hhiod. 
The sergeant » » f the guard was a y oung 
Spaniard, and lie tried lo make it as 
easy as possible for us, l>rluging us 
some rice and lish to eat. 
“ We saw many wonmb*d here from 
the front. 
N(*xt morning we wen* 
aw’akeiied 
by 
the natives throw ing 
stones through the windtovs at us f») 
see Its move. 
H undreds « anie to gaze 
at us through tin* <loor, imdnding many 
priests. 
started ou the m arch again wit lion t 
breakfast. 
.Many 
of 
the Spaniards 
W’ere so sick th a t they could hardly 
walk, but the uative guards struck 
them w’ith tladr guns to make them 
move faster, shouting “Sigce!” ail the 
time. 
T hat W’ord 1 shall never forget, 
for It rang 
continually iu my ears. 
sIgce, sigce, sigce, like a man driving 
cattle. 
We were iu a belter condition 
than the Spaniards, so they put us 
ahead, but every once in aw hile we 
had to stop and w ait for the cazaderos. 
Eleven m onths of imprisonment, hun­ 
ger aud hard treatm ent had left them 
in poor condition to m arch on a dusty 
road 
in 
the 
broiling sun. 
A three 
hours’ m arch brought us to San Hafael, 
right in the foothills. 
They fed us 
here on dry rice w ithout salt or any ­ 
thing else.” 
Sufferings of the prisoners from hun­ 
ger ou the m arch northw ard to Sau 
Ardo, w’here they heard of a five d ay s’ 
arm istice from some Spaniards, w’ho 
gave them two silver dollars, are also 
recorded In the uiary , which ends; 
“The five day s passed slowly and 
heavily , although we had pleuty to 
eat, all donations of the Siiaulards, ex­ 
cept four motas a day each and two 
m easures of rice apiece given by tin* 
government. 
This alone w’ould just 
about have kept body and soul togeth­ 
er. 
We sang songs together to show 
th a t we were in good spirits.”

In a sim ilar nianiier when 
it is noon .at Bostou, or In Saii Fnincis- 
co, or at

nication with the track impracticable. 
In consequence of this the road reach­ 
ing the railway runs off in a northerly 
diagonal 
direction, 
intersecting 
the 
railway about a 
mile beyond the 
bridge. At the intersection stands the 
railway station and freiglithouse, with 


h cluster of n ip s houses in the bamboo 
woods just south of the station, while 
beyond for 1,000 yards is a broad, open 
ricetield. San Fernando lies only three 
miles northwest, along the railway, 
from the Santo Tomas station, and as 
it was then the Filipino capital a hard 
tight was confidently expected to await 
our troops before taking it. 
On tile afternoon of May 4 the troops 
began advancing from the Santo To­ 
mas bridge toward the station. 
From 
a1] indications it might have been sup­ 
posed that there was not an Insurgent 
within miles. 
A gigantic trench, very 
recently built, was passed, aud a huge 
breastwork across the railway track 
about 1.200 yards south of the station 
gave no hostile sound as the soldiers 
advanced and peacefully climbed over 
it Down in the depression on each side 
ran long, serpentine rifle pits, adm ira­ 
bly designed to defeat a flanking fire. 
It must have taken days to dig them, 
aud yet there wasn’t a shot fired from 
tbern. 
Colonel Funston, with four compa­ 
nies of Kansas men, were in advance, 
and the rest of the brigade was cross­ 
ing the bridge some distance below. 
Funston pushed on through a strip of 
bamboo trees and, keeping his men 
down behind the high roadbed of the 
railway on the left side, got the com­ 
ma nil up by the freiglithouse, where 
his position covered a low line of earth­ 
works duo yards off to the right. There 
w as no tiring at the time. 
Some of 
the soldiers had come up the railway 
from the rear and were hunting a well 
among the nipa houses where drinking 
w ater could be had. They branched off 
along the road running across the 
track to the right and succeeded in 
finding a good well at the farther edge 
of th** trees. Ten or lo were clustered 
there tilling their canteens and drink­ 
ing a w a y the thirst that by this time 
was nearly maddening. 
Caution and 
fear of bullets were lost in their eager­ 
ness to quench their thirst, and the 
group carelessly exposed at the well 
drew a sudden and totally unexpected 
fire from the trenches in the field near 
by. 
At the first indication that the trench 
was occupied Colonel Funston began 
firing steady volleys along its shallow 
rim. Several of the men near the well 
edged over and joined the firing party 
at the freighthouse, but it was re­ 
markable to see that even under the 
fierce tire of the insurgents other sol­ 
diers came into the bullet zone to get 
the drink of w ater that they craved so 
keenly. 
For nearly half an hour the 
fight raged savagely. General MacAr­ 
thur was moving up more troops as

and

Wheaton and big staff had reached the 
position held by Funston.

•it appeared that the insurgents would

.tiling Kansans came down on them

perate courage of men wno ngnt witu 
certain death coming like a whirlwind 
to strike them down. They held tight 
until our soldiers were within 2oo 
'a id s of the trench, and then terror 
overtook them and they tried to flee 
Their firing had slackened until ouly a 
few shots were sent back as they ran. 
One native paused to shoot, and a 
Kansas man drew a bead on him and 
shot him down. The American officers 
were using their revolvers, aud we 
could see the rebels dropping. Most of 
them reached the woods beyond, bitt 
behind the trench and on the upward 
slope on the other side there were 13 
dead ones left as silent testimony to 
apr 
soldiers’ 
marksmanship. 
Many 
were found wounded aud were after­ 
ward takeu up to the freighthouse for 
treatment. 
Less than ten Americans 
were wounded, alto only two were kill­ 
ed. 
That act iou ended the advance 
for the day. 
One of the most important and nec­ 
essary components of an invading 
army is the corps of scouts. 
Major 
Bell is the cliiof of the scouts in Gen­ 
eral MacArthur’® division. 
The part 
he plays in the great military machine 
is to go on ahead of the army until he 
is shot at or until he sees the enemy 
established iii their defenses. Then he 
returns with his report and is gener­ 
ally sent with the advancing troops to 
point out where caution is to be ob­ 
served and where the men must expect 
the fighting to begin. 
San Fernando was supposed to be 
very strongly defended. 
The meager 
Information that could be obtained led 
(JeneraI MacArthur to expect a stiff 
fight before it could be taken. There 
were rumors of artillery being placed 
to command the roads leading to it 
and others to the effect that several 
thousand riflemen were to make a des­ 
perate stand to prevent the Americans 
taking the city’. It was the largest and 
finest city north of Manila, the seat of 
the Filipino government, and the nat­ 
ural assumption was that the insur­ 
gents could not afford to lose it on ac­ 
count of its sentimental significance. 
On the night of May 4 it was an­ 
nounced at the general headquarters 
that no movement would be made on 
the city until the morning of May 6. 
General MacArthur ordered Major Bell 
to take a small scouting party the fol­ 
lowing morning, the 5th, and, lf pos­ 
sible, determine how great a force was 
in San Fernando aud what disposition 
was made of it. At ti o’clock the start 
was made. 
Major Bell, Lieutenant 
Mead, 15 soldiers aud 3 correspond­ 
ents. Bass, Keen aud myself, compos­ 
ed tile party. The major, the lieuten­ 
ant and an orderly were mounted, but 
the remaining members were on foot. 
When the party, numbering 20, 15 
armed with Krag-.Torgenseus aud the 
rest with revolvers, got as far as the 
American outposts, a halt was made. 
Thenceforth extreme caution was nec­ 
essary. First, the leaders directed half 
the soldiers to move slowly forward in 
the shelter of the trees, along one side 
of the road and the other half to take 
a similar position on the other side. 
“Now, you men must understand me. 
I don’t want a shot fired. 
If they fire 
on us get in what protection you eau, 
and don’t, under any circumstances, 
fire unless you simply have to. I don’t 
want the insurgents to see us, either. 
Keep in the shadow of those trees, and 
if you have to get into the road be 
careful to keep out of the center. Now, 
I’m going forward. We’ll leave these 
three horses with you,” indicating the 
correspondents, “for we must go on 
ahead. 
You bring them on about 200 
yards to our rear; for if anybody is 
wounded we’ll have to use a horse to 
get him to the rear. You must observe 
the strictest caution and keep as close 
Into the trees as you can.” 
After these businesslike preparations 
the men disappeared in the trees lin­ 
ing the road aud moved ou ahead. A 
slight bend presently revealed a long, 
straight stretch into the city of San 
Fernando. 
About three-quarters of a 
mile down this stretch was a very 
heavy breastwork crossing the road, 
and behind it were some nipa houses. 
Tart of the distance was well lined with 
scrubby trees, which concealed the 
members of our party from view. Oc­ 
casionally Major Bell was observed a 
short distance ahead peering through 
the leaves and fixing his fleldglasses 
on the breastwork ahead. There was 
no sign of life about it. 
Our party would advance a hundred 
yards, then pause for nearly 15 min­ 
utes with glasses studying every clump 
of bushes and everything ahead that 
could conceal a man. 
By degrees the 
scouts worked their way up to with­ 
in 300 yards of the breastworks, where 
an open field was reached, aud conse­ 
quently no further advance could be 
made undiscovered. The horses were 
tied in a clump of bushes, and we 
edged up to the limit of the trees. At 
this time an insurgent officer was seen 
riding down the road leading from San 
Fernando to the breastworks, the ex­ 
tension of which we were on. 
He 
seemed unconscious of the nearness 
of our party aud made no attempt at 
concealment. As he reached the breast­ 
works he paused, aud several figures 
were seen talking to him. Then he de­ 
liberately rode back toward San I er- 
nando. 
After some minutes Major 
Bell showed himself in the road, feel­ 
ing that at such short range the insur­ 
gents W’ould be tempted to fire. 
But 
there wasn’t a sound, and, aside from 
our party, not a human being could be 


seen. 
The city of San Fernando, scarcely 
one-third of a mile away, was peaceful 
and quiet. 
Once more Major Bell 
walked across the road in full view, 
and Mead leisurely followed him. Sev­ 
eral times this was repeated, but it 
drew uo hostile shot from the for­ 
tresslike warehouses or the heavy 
breastwork just ahead. 
Little by lit­ 
tle the scouts edged down the side of 
the road. 
Presently we were all out 
in the little open field in front of the 
breastworks. The leaders were within 
1(X> yards of it, and the rest were scat­ 
tered in a long, loose string behind. 
Every 
man 
was 
avoiding 
getting 
bunched with the others. Now the dis­ 
tance shrank to 50 yards, and still no 
sign. 
By this time it was reasonably 
certain that the breastwork had been 
abandoned. 
Twenty-five yards, ten 
yards, and then the foremost men 
climbed up aud over. There wasn’t a 
soul in sight, for the men we had seen 
had quietly crept off to the rear. The 
splendid defense, a high bank of earth, 
with bamboo loopholes for hundreds 
of men, had been completely aban­ 
doned.

E x tr a c t* F r o m It G iv e ho A c c o u n t o f 
t h e Lieutenant*!* ln ip r iiio iim e u t. 
At the fall of the last Filipino capi­ 
tal, San Isidro, when Colonel Summers 
entered the city with the Oregon aud 
Minnesota troops, Sergeant Black aud 
Corporal Harding of Company I, with 
a squad of Oregon aud Minnesota 
troops, entered the prison and found a 
cipher message written on the wall by 
Lieutenant Gilltnore of tile Yorktown 
stating in what part of the cell under 
the stone floor would be found a letter 
written by himself aud a diary, says 
the New York Herald. 
There was no signature to the diary, 
as it was broken off abruptly in the 
middle of a sentence. 
Several pages 
of the first part of the diary were 
missing. It is evident they referred to 
the writer’s life from his capture ou 
Jan. 27 to March 28, when the city of 
Maloios was taken by the Americans. 
The following are extracts # o u i the 
diary without date: 
“Men, women aud children all flee­ 
ing from the advancing Americans. 
A 
couple of hours’ march brought us to 
Quinga, where all the Spaniards and 
ourselves stopped for a rest iu a con­ 
vent. At 4 iu the morning we were on 
the march again. 
About four hours’ 
march brought us to the bauk of a 
large river, and here we were ferried 
across iu a large canoe. Ou the other 
side lay Balinag, our resting place for 
the night. 
We were taken into a con­ 
vent aud put into a room about 0 by 
IO, with nothing to sleep on but the 
floor and a litter covered with blood. 
The sergeant of the guard was a young 
Spaniard, and he tried to make it as 
easy as possible for us, bringing us 
some rice and fish to eat. 
“We saw many wounded here from 
the front. 
Next morning we wen 
awakened 
by 
Hie natives throwing 
stones through the windows at us to 
see us move. 
Hundreds came to gaze 
at us through tin* door, including many 
priests. 
At about y o’clock we were 
started on tile march again without 
breakfast. 
Many of the Spaniards 
were so sick that they could hardly 
walk, but the native guards struck 
them with their guns to make them 
move faster, shouting “Sigce!” all the 
time. That word I shall never forget, 
for it rang continually in my ears, 
sigce, sigce, sigce, like a man driving 
cattle. 
We were in a better condition 
than the Spaniards, so they put us 
ahead, but every once in awhile we 
had to stop and wait for the cazaderos. 
Eleven months of imprisonment, hun­ 
ger and hard treatm ent had left them 
in poor condition to march on a dusty 
road in the broiling sun. 
A three 
hours’ march brought us to San Rafael, 
right in the foothills. 
They fed us 
here on dry rice without salt or any­ 
thing else.” 
Sufferings of the prisoners from hun­ 
ger on the march northward to San 
Ardo, where they heard of a five days’ 
armistice from some Spaniards, who 
gave them two silver dollars, are also 
recorded in the uiary, which ends: 
“The five days passed slowly and 
heavily, although we had plenty to 
eat, all donations of the Spaniards, ex­ 
cept four motas a day each and two 
measures of rice apiece given by the 
government. 
This alone would just 
about have kept body and soul togeth­ 
er.

There 
was no tiring at the time. 
Some of 
the soldiers had come up the railway 
from the rear and were hunting a well 
among the nipa houses where drin king 
water could be had. They branched off 
along the road 
ru n nin g across the 
track to the right aud succeeded in 
finding a good well at the farther edge 
of the trees. 
Ten or lo were clustered 
there tilling their canteens and drink­ 
ing aw ay the thirst that by this time 
was nearly maddening. 
Caution and 
fear of bullets were lost in their eager­ 
ness to quench their thirst, aud the 
group carelessly exposed at the well 
drew a sudden and totally unexpected 
fire from the trenches in the field near 
by. 
At the first indication that the trench 
was occupied Colonel Funston began 
firing steady volleys along its shallow 
rim. Several of the men near the well 
edged over and joined the firing party 
at the freiglithouse, but it was re­ 
markable to see th at even under the 
fierce fire of the insurgents other sol­ 
diers came into the bullet zone to get 
the drink of water that they craved so 
keenly. 
For nearly half an hour the 
fight raged savagely. General MacAr­ 
thur was moving up more troops as 
quickly 
as 
possible, 
and 
General 
Wheaton and his staff had reached the 
position held by Funston. 
There wTas 
no way of knowing how many insur­ 
gents were behind the trench or what 
forces the woods beyond might con­ 
ceal. 
Colonel 
Funston 
was 
shot 
through the left hand at this time aud 
was suffering much from the wound. 
Then in the heat of the action occurred 
cue of those picturesque charges which 
tire rarely seen outside of paintings—a 
gallant rush, which proved to be oue 
cf the most dashing and thrilling inci­ 
dents of the campaign. 
General Wheaton whipped out his 
revolver, and, waving it above his 
head, yelled in th at thunderous voice 
cf his, “Come on, boys; follow me!” 
and away Le went in a mad rush out 
iato the bullet swept field. 
Hot after 
him, racing in a frenzy of enthusiasm, 
(aine his staff and Colonel Funston 
and every one of the men within four 
Kansas companies. 
Out from the well 
the soldiers who had been crouch­ 
e s behind the little protected places, 
and the field was a wild confusion of 
fij e g figures. The men were shooting 
as they ran and cheering as they shot. 
- -own across the plowed field they 
^barged, yelling like demons, with 
Seaton on ahead and Funston, with 
, Jf! £and in a rough sling, coming hot 
Ce Lind. 
^ -T appeared that the insurgents would 
n^ver begin to run, for as the line of 
• * diag Kansans came down on them 
K.ty stuck to their trench with the des­ 


perate courage ot men wno ngnt witn 
certain death coming like a whirlwind 
to strike them down. They held tight 
until our soldiers were within Hon 
yards of the trench, and then terror 
overtook them and they tried to dee 
Their firing had slackened until only a 
few shots were sent back as they ran. 
One native paused to shoot, and a 
Kansas man drew a bead on him and 
shot him down. The American officers 
were using their revolvers, and we 
could see the rebels dropping. 
Most of 
them reached the woods beyond, but 
behind the french and on the upward 
•lope on the other side there were 13 
dead ones left as silent testimony to 
apr 
soldiers* 
marksmanship. 
Many 
were found wounded and were after­ 
ward taken up to the freiglithouse for 
treatment. 
Less than ten Americans 
were wounded, a: to only two were kill­ 
ed. 
That action ended the advance 
for the day. 
One of the most important ami nec­ 
essary 
components of an 
invading 
artily Is tile corps of scouts. 
Major 
Bell Is the chief of the scouts in Gen- 
iral M acArthur^ division. 
The part 
he plays in the great military machine 
Is to go on ahead of the army until lie 
is shot at or until he sees the enemy 
established in their defenses. Then he 
returns with his report aud is gener­ 
ally sent with the advancing troops to 
point out where caution is to he oh- I 
served and where the men must expect 1 
tile fighting to begin. 
San Fernando was supposed to be I 
very strongly defended. 
The meager i 
Information that could be obtained led 1 
(Jenera I MacArthur to expect a stiff 
fight before it could he taken. There 
were rumors of artillery being placed 
to command the roads leading to it 
and others to the effect that several 
thousand riflemen were to make a des­ 
perate stand to prevent the Americans 
taking the city. It was the largest aud 
finest city north of Manila, the seat of 
the Filipino government, and the nat­ 
ural assumption was that the insur­ 
gents could not afford to lose it on ac­ 
count of its sentimental significance. 
On the night of May 4 it was an­ 
nounced at the general headquarters 
that no movement would In? made on 
the city until the morning of May 6. 
General MacArthur ordered Major Bell 
to take a small scouting party the fol­ 
lowing morning, the 5th, and, lf pos­ 
sible, determine how great a force was 
in San Fernando aud what disposition 
was made of it. 
At (? o’clock tile start 
was made. 
Major Bell, Lieutenant 
Mead, 15 soldiers aud 3 correspond­ 
ents. Bass, Keen and myself, compos­ 
ed the party. 
The major, the lieuten­ 
ant and an orderly were mounted, but 
the remaining members were on foot. 
When the party, numbering 20, 15 
armed with Krag-.Torgenseus and the 
rest with revolvers, got as far as the 
American outposts, a halt was made. 
Thenceforth extreme caution was nec­ 
essary. 
First, the leaders directed half 
the soldiers to move slowly forward in 
the shelter of tile trees, along one side 
of the road and tile other half to take 
a similar position on the other side. 
“Now, you men must understand me. 
I d o n ’t w a n t a shot tired. 
If they fire | 
OU us get in w hat protection you eau, 
ami don’t, under any circumstances, 
fire unless you simply have to. I don’t 
want the insurgents to see us. either. 
Keep in the shadow of those trees, and 
if you have to get into the road be 
careful to keep out of the center. Now, 
I’m going forward. We’ll leave these 
three horses with you,” indicating the 
correspondents, “for we must go on 
ahead. 
You bring them on about 200 
yards to our rear; for if anybody is 
wounded we’ll have to use a horse to 
get him to the rear. You must observe 
the strictest caution and keep as close 
into the trees as you can.” 
After these businesslike preparations 
the men disappeared in the trees lin­ 
ing the road aud moved on ahead. A 
slight bend presently revealed a long, 
straight stretch into the city of San 
Fernando. 
About three-quarters of a 
mile down this stretch was a very 
heavy breastwork crossing the road. 
and behind it were some nipa houses. 
Tart of the distance was well lined with 
scrubby trees, which concealed the 
members of our party from view. Oc­ 
casionally Major Bell was observed a 
short distance ahead peering through 
the leaves and fixing his fieldglasses 
on the breastwork ahead. 
There was 
no sign of life about it. 
Our party would advance a hundred 
yards, then pause for nearly 15 min­ 
utes w ith glasses studying every clump 
of bushes and everything ahead that 
could conceal a man. 
By degrees the 
scouts worked their way up to with­ 
in 300 yards of the breastworks, where 
an open field was reached, aud conse­ 
quently no further advance could be 
made undiscovered. 
The horses were 
tied in a clump of bushes, and we 
edged up to the limit of the trec*s. At 
this time an insurgent officer was seen 
riding down the road leading from San 
Fernando to the breastworks, the ex­ 
tension of which we were on, 
He 
seemed unconscious of the nearness 
of our party aud made no attempt at 
concealment. As he reached the breast­ 
works he paused, and several figures 
were seen talking to bim. Then he de­ 
liberately rode back toward San ler- 
nando. 
After some minutes Major 
Bell showed himself in the road, feel­ 
ing that at such short range the insur­ 
gents would be tempted to fire. 
But 
there w’asn't a sound, and. aside from 
our party, not a human being could be 


seen. 
The city of San Fernando, scarcely 
one-third of a mile away, was peaceful 
and quiet. 
Once more Major Bell 
walked across the road iu full view. 
and Mead leisurely followed him. Sev­ 
eral times this was repeated, but it 
drew no hostile shot from the for­ 
tresslike 
warehouses or the 
heavy 
br*‘r«*twork just ahead. 
Little by lit­ 
tle the scouts edged down the side of 
the road. 
Presently we were all out 
in the little open field in front of the 
breastworks. The leaders were within 
UM) yards of it. and the rest were scat­ 
tered in a long, loose string behind. 
Every 
man 
was 
avoiding 
getting 
bunched with the others. Now the dis­ 
tance shrank to 51) yards, and still no 
sign. 
By this time it was reasonably 
ce ii a in that the breastwork had been 
abandoned. 
Twenty-five yards, 
ten 
yards, and then the foremost men 
climbed up and over. 
There wasn’t a 
soul in sight, for the men we had seen 
had quietly crept off to the rear. The 
splendid defense, a high bank of earth, 
with bamboo loopholes for hundreds 
of men, had been completely aban­ 
doned.

GILLMORE’S DIARY. 


B ttr * p t* F r o m It (.Iv e nu A cco u n t o f 
t h e L l c n t c n a n t ’a Impi-inn ii in cu t. 
At the fall of the last Filipino capi­ 
tal. San Isidro, when 1’oloucl Summers 
entered the city with the Oregon and 
Minnesota troops. Sergeant Black aud 
Corporal Harding of Company I. with 
a squad 
of Oregon 
and Minnesota 
tro o p s, entered the prison and found a 
I cipher message written on tin* wall by 
Lieutenant (Gilmore of the Yorktown 
stating in what part of the cell lunier 
the stone floor would be found a letter 
written by himself aud a diary, says 
the New York Herald. 
There was no signature to tile diary, 
as it was broken off abruptly in the 
middle of a sentence. 
Several pages 
of the first part of the diary were 
missing. 
It is evident they referred to 
the writer’s life from his capture on 
Jan. 27 to March 2S, when the city of 
Malolos was taken by the Americans. 
The following are extracts ^ o m the 
diary without date: 
“Men, women aud children all flee­ 
ing from the advancing Americans. 
A 
couple of hours’ march brought us to 
Quiuga, where all the Spaniards and 
ourselves stopped for a rest in a con­ 
vent. 
At 4 in the morning we were on 
the march again. 
About four hours’ 
march brought us to the bauk of a 
large river, and here we were ferried 
across in a large canoe. 
Un the ct her 
side lay Balinag, our resting place for 
the night. 
We were taken into a con­ 
vent aud put into a room about 0 by 
IO, with nothing to sleep on but the 
floor aud a litter covered with blood. 
The sergeant of the guard was a young 
Spaniard, and lie tried to make it as 
easy as possible for us, bringing us 
some rice aud fish to eat. 
“We saw many wounded here from 
the front. 
Next morning we were 
awakened 
by 
tile natives throwing 
stones through the windows at us to 
see us move. 
Hundreds came to gaze 
at us through the door, ineluding many 
priests. 
At about I) o’clock we were 
started ou the march again without 
breakfast. 
Many 
of 
the Spaniards 
were so sick that they could hardly 
walk, but the native guards struck 
them wdth their guns to make them 
move faster, shouting “Sigce!” all the 
time. 
That word I shall never forget, 
for it rang continually in my ears, 
sigce, sigce, sigce, like a man driving 
cattle. 
We were in a better condition 
than the Spaniards, so they put us 
ahead, but every once In awhile we 
had to stop and wait for the cazaderos. 
Eleven months of imprisonment, hun­ 
ger and hard treatment bad left them 
in poor condition to march on a dusty 
road 
in the broiling sun. 
A three 
hours’ march brought us to San Rafael, 
right in the foothills. 
They fed us 
here on dry rice without salt or any­ 
thing else.” 
Sufferings of the prisoners from hun­ 
ger on the march northward to San 
Ardo, where they heard of a five days’ 
armistice from some Spaniards, who 
gave them two silver dollars, are also 
recorded in the uiary, which ends: 
“The five days passed slowly and 
heavily, although we had plenty to 
eat, all donations of the Spaniards, ex­ 
cept four motas a day each and two 
measures of rice apiece given by the 
government. 
This alone would just 
about have kept body and soul togeth­ 
er. 
We sang songs together to show 
that we were in good spirits.”

They know, too, that longi­ 
tude signifies time, and that difference 
of longitude Is difference in time. They 
know very well that when it is noon in 
Loudon it Is about 7 o’clock In the 
morning in Boston, and that when it is 
noon in San Francisco it is about a 
quarter past 3 iii the afternoon in New 
York. 
Now, as the meridian of London ex­ 
tends to the north pole, it necessarily 
ensues that when it is noon in the Eng­ 
lish capital it must also be noon at the 
north pule. 
In a similar manner when 
it is noon at Boston, or in San F r a n c is ­ 
co, or at Beking, or any other place 
situated iii the northern hemisphere, 
it follows that it must also tie noon at 
the pole, because all the meridians of 
those places unite at the north pole. 
Therefore it is noon all day long at the 
pole. 
Thus there Is an entire absence of 
time at the pole. But it would be just 
as correct to say that It is a place 
where there is a preponderance of 
time, for it is practically any time of 
day during the whole 24 hours, or In­ 
deed through the year. 
In fact, a resi­ 
dent at the north pole could make It 
any time of day he might choose to se­ 
lect. with the consciousness that it 
would be the right time.—Youth’s Com­ 
panion.

The Senator arrived with her Aa*? at 
halfmast on account of 
the death of 
Colonel Hawkins. 
Tin* Senator sailed from Manila on 
July I, with 38 -officers and 721 enlisted 
men. 
The transport was at Nagasaki 
on July 15, when Colonel Hawkins was 
taken ill with cancer of the bowels, from 
which he had been a surferer during the 
greater part of his campaign in the 
Philippines, and for which he had un­ 
dergone treatment in the military hos­ 
pital ai Manila. 
His illness continued 
during the following day. July 16, when 
the Senator was at Yokohama, and two 
days later he passed away at sea 
Colonel Hawkins’ illness dated from 
the battle of Malolos, when he exposed 
himself almost recklessly in the dis­ 
cant breeding climate. 
He was 
re­ 
spected and loved by every man of hi s 
comm l i d . 
and his death is deeply 
mourned by rho troops. 
His body was 
placed in a hermetically sealed casket, 
aud on the Sunday following his death 
Impressive funeral services were con* 
ducted by th© c)Vplain of the regiment, 
all of his men being in attendance. 
The remains were placed in the stern 
of the vessel aud lay in state, attended 
day and night by a guard of honor dur­ 
ing the remainder o f the voyage. 
After the death of Colonel Hawkins, 
the command of 
the regiment was 
vested in Lieutenant Colonel Bartlett, 
who, like the dead commander, is popu­ 
lar among the enlisted men, aud made 
a good record in the war. 
Of the 759 officers and men whom 
Colonel Burnett brought to San Fran­ 
cisco, three are privates in'the Sixth ar­ 
tillery, U. S. A., and one is a member 
of the Nebraska regiment who was left 
behind .it Yokohama when his compan­ 
ions sailed for this port on the Han­ 
cock. 
A dozen stowaways were also 
concealed in the hold aud were soon 
brought to light after the Senator left 
^ okohama.

Senator, extending a warm greeting to 
their fellow Pennsylvanians and wel­ 
coming the brave lads back to their na­ 
tive land. 
Out of respect to the dead regimental 
commander, there was little cheering or 
other uoisyjdemonstrations.but the meu 
quietly expressed their delight at the 
first glimpse of the Golden Gate. 
Like 
tile Oregon and Nebraska regiments, 
tile Pennsylvania troops, prior to sailing 
from Manila, voted in favor of being 
mustered out in San Francisco. 
Lieutenant Colonel Barnett, who is 
how in command of the regiment, iu 
the course of au interview, said: 
“ The lioys are all glad, of course, to 
get back home again, but their joy is 
tinged with sadness on account of the 
death of Colonel Hawkins. 
“ The colonel was a most kiud aud 
considerate commander, who took a 
keen individual interest in his men and 
it is little wonder that they feel his loss 
a personal bereavement. 
“Colonel Hawkins was a sick uiau at 
the begiuuiug of the campaign which 
ended in the capture of Malolos.

W a s h i n g t o n , Aug. 2 .—“Throe now 
cases of yellow fever in the Soldiers’ 
home at Hampton and one death” was 
the official report received by Surgeon 
General Wyman from Dr. Wasdin, the 
yellow fever expert on duty at the in­ 
stitution. 
Added to Dr. W asdin’s fig­ 
ure's, sent to Dr. Wyman the d iy be­ 
fore, this made 40 cases in all which 
had occurred at the home, of which 
eight had proved fatal. Surgeon W hite 
telegraphed Dr. 
Wyman that iii his 
opinion there was little doubt that there 
had been some fever infection in tile 
neighboring village of Phoebus, but 
the surgeou general said that this dis­ 
patch had not been followed by any evi­ 
dence of a positive case at that pla*. 
Should the fever develop there, how­ 
ever, no surprise would be felt, in view 
of the proximity of the place to the Sol­ 
diers’ home ami the mixing of the in­ 
mates of the institution with the people 
of Phoebus. 
The opinion was expressed that the 
situation continued encouraging, inas­ 
much us the disease had l>eeu kept 
within its original bounds. None of the 
nearby towns other than Phoebus had 
reported the appearance of infection or 
suspicious eases. 
The people tor miles 
around

home were very much 
alarmed, but quiet. No restrictions bad 
be* n placed on the departure of the sev­ 
eral hundred visitors at Old Point Com­ 
fort, but Dr. Pettus will exercise careful 
supervision of those who may leave, so 
as to avoid danger of their communicat­ 
ing the disease.

Much interest was manifested the 
other day in New York In the conclu­ 
sion of the reciprocity treaty between 
the United States aud France, under 
which American exports to n a n c e will 
be admitted on the same terms with 
exports from England, Germany and 
other European countries which have 
had the benefit of the French mini­ 
mum tariff. 
Neither Collector Bidw’oll nor Ap 
praiser VVakemen had learned from 
Washington the details of the treaty, 
and neither would venture an opinion 
as to its effect, says the New York 
Herald. 
Francois Edmond Bruwaert, 
the French consul general to the Unit­ 
ed States, while not informed as to the 
extent of the American concessions, 
explained the general scope of the 
treaty. 
“ I regard it as an excellent thing for 
the United States.” he said. 
“America 
was the only country which did not 
have the benefit of our minimum tariff. 
As manufac turers abroad are satisfied 
with a profit of 5 per cent, the differ­ 
ence between the maximum and mini­ 
mum rates was sufficient to u.eep the 
United States out of the French m ar­ 
ket. 
“ France’s 
annual 
importation 
of 
m anufactured articles is about $280,- 
000.000. and the United States will get 
a good share of this. 
America under­ 
sells England in cotton goods in China, 
and there is no reason why it cannot 
do the same in France. 
It will be the 
same with other articles. 
“ England. 
Belgium. Germany and 
Austria now' supply France with her 
Imported m anufactured articles. 
The 
leading imports are raw cotton, w'heat, 
tobacco, mineral oil, copper and lend. 
America 
sends 
agricultural 
imple­ 
ments. sewing machines, electrical ap­ 
pliances and pumps. 
“There are 042 articles on the du­ 
tiable list of the French tariff, and the 
treaty gives the United States the 
minimum rate on all except 12. 
tier- 
many. England and the other countries 
which have treaties with France do 
not enjoy the minimum rate ou these 
12 exceptions, which are chiefly agri­ 
cultural products. 
The average differ 
once between the French maximum 
aud minimum rate is 33 per cent, so 
that imports from the United States 
w I pay one-third less duty when the 
treaty goes into effect. 
“There are 403 dutiable Items in tin* 
tariff law of the United States, aud in 
return for her concessions France will 
obtain a lower rate on less than IOO o 
them, the average reduction being only 
lier cent.

In all of the 
European countries that 
he 
passed 
through Mr. Wu says the greatest in­ 
terest is manifested in the prospective 
disposition of the Philippines, says the 
Chicago Inter Ocean. 
“The people of Spain, France and 
England realise, however,” he declar­ 
ed, “that the United States has a hard 
nut to crack in the m atter of the sub­ 
jugation of the Filipinos. 
The Fili­ 
pino people are probably unlike any 
other nationality on earth, and conse­ 
quently a distinct aud peculiar manner 
of treatm ent is necessary, in any nego­ 
tiations between them and a foreign 
people for the accomplishment of their 
sovereignty, to a nation so dissimilar 
to them in every characteristic. 
“Perhaps if the people of the United 
States had the Spanish war to fight 
over again they would hesitate in a de­ 
termination to hold these Islands as an 
indemnity with the purpose of sub 
duing the Filipinos, for. as every one 
knows, the 
struggle there lias cost 
many valuable lives aud many thou­ 
sands of dollars. 
But now that they 
are in the conflict with the intention of 
conquering tile natives, it would never 
do for the government to desist. 
Tile 
prise is many times worth the pain, 
and I am convinced that when peace 
shall have been completely established 
the prodigious value of tile islands, 
both in a commercial sense and in re­ 
spects too numerous to mention, will 
be fully appreciated by the American 
nation. 
“It must be borne in mind, how­ 
ever, that In order to retain the islands 
without fomenting a repetition of the 
frequent disturbances which marked 
the sovereignty of Spain in the Philip­ 
pines, the legislative aud executive 
branches of the American government 
must enact and enforce a code of laws 
which will la* in conformity with tho 
manners, customs and temperament of 
the Filipino p eo p le. 
It would be an 
Impossibility for the United States to 
extend Its own statutes to the Filipinos 
as they now stand and maintain a 
peaceful aud happy condition there. 
“Laws must lie enacted by the Amer­ 
ican congress to apply to the Filipinos 
exclusively, laws which are suitable 
and applicable even to a shade to the 
natives. 
It will lie Impossible for the 
people of Hie United States to proclaim 
their own laws aud then attem pt to 
make the Filipinos conform to them. 
They must gather the natives, study 
their habits aud disposition and then 
fram e laws to conform to the populace. 
T hat, in substance, is an economic 
axiom which Is beyond controversy. 
During my residence In China I have 
come In contact with a great many of 
the Filipinos who have Journeyed to 
the Chinese ports on commercial busi­ 
ness. 
They are, as a rule, well edu­ 
cated. thrifty and gifted with natural 
Intelligence. Under a conservative and 
liberal treatm ent they will, I believe, 
prove to lie good el ti se os, worthy of 
admission to tile United States. 
“A wholesome proportion of tile peo­ 
ple there are Chinese. The Chinese of 
the Philippines, however, are unlike 
those which inhabit the United States. 
In and around Manila there are sub­ 
jects of the emperor engaged in every 
channel of business and In every walk 
of life. 
There are merchants, expert 
artisans, professional men, business 
men and others following different 
pursuits from that of manual labor. 
There are many Chinese millionaires 
there, men from the most renowned, 
accomplished! aud aristocratic families 
of my native country. 
They have 
proved a considerable factor In tho 
prosperity aud richness of the Islands, 
which was so greatly appreciated by 
the Spanish government, and they will 
continue to enhance tile good com­ 
mercial name of the tslauds under 
American control. 
“For this reason I entertain the hope 
that the Chinese exclusion law now in 
operation in the United States will not 
be extended to til© 1‘hllippiues when 
the American government abolishes 
military law and provides a civil code 
for governing the islands. 
Our coun­ 
trym en will be done a great injustice 
lf It does so. 
The most casual ob tor-' 
vat ion to any one Interested will con­ 
vince him that tile Chinese are a neces­ 
sity to the Philippines and that their 
present*© there, in numbers unlimited, 
will bt* a boon rather than a bane to 
the future of tile archipelago. 
They 
are so dissimilar to the impesston of 
the Chinese race which obtains in the 
United States that a comparison is dif­ 
ficult.”

A F l u b M y s t e r y . 
One strange feature of tills sea life of 
tile tropics is the regular recurrence of 
migratory swarms of fish of very small 
size that return in huge numbers year 
after year with such absolute regular­ 
ity that the natives calculate on the 
event on a certain day In each year 
and even within an hour or two of the 
(lay. 
One such swarm of fish forms 
the occasion of an annual holiday’ and 
feast at Samoa. The fish is uot unlike 
the whitebait for which tile English 
Thames lias so long been celebrated, 
aud each year it arrives at Samoa on 
the same day in the month of Octolier, 
remains for a day, or at tile most two 
days, and then disappears entirely till 
the same day of the following year.

W IR ELESS TORPEDOES. 


D ea d ly W eap on * Steered F rom Shore 
W ith No .Viaterin l C on n ection . 
C o n tem p o ran eo u s with the s ittin g of 
the 
international 
peace commission 
comes the announcement of a new in­ 
vention by which torpedoes are to be 
rendered more deadly in modern war- 
far*1 than heretofore. 
Tile invention, 
due to Messrs. Walter Jamieson and 
John Trotter, consists in utilizing the 
“ethereal” or “Hertzian” waves, widen 
are the basis of wireless telegraphy. 
as a means of steering and controlling 
torpedoes on their deadly missions. 
The apparatus is made iii several 
forms, which differ principally in the 
means by which til*1 current induced 
by the waves is applied to th** steering 
mechanism. 
The best arrangement 
consists of a coil of iron wire or 
“solenoid” that becomes magnetic on 
receiving the ethereal waves, and is 
thus rendered capable of sucking Into 
itself a magnet, the motion of which 
brings about any required change in 
the steering gear of the torpedo. The 
latter is fitted with two roils, which 
project above the water and serve as 
“rec**!vers” that is, means of collect­ 
ing the waves. Each of the rods is in 
connection with a coil of the type de­ 
scribed. on** on tile right of the torpedo 
and one on tile left, and, according as 
the right hand or the left hand rod ab­ 
sorbs tin* waves, so the torpedo is guid 
ed to tile right or left. 
The means adopted in using the ap 
paratus is as follows, says the New 
York Times: Suppose that the torpedo 
is fired in tile usual manner and that 
its course is seen to swerve from its 
proper path. 
From the torpedo boat 
electrical waves are immediately dis­ 
patched by the processes used in wire 
less telegraphy in such a manner that 
they only affect either the right band 
or left hand coil controlling the helm, 
which is thus turned in any required 
direction and tile original course of 
the torpedo reproduced. When this is 
accomplished, tile electric waves are 
stopped and tin* helm flies back to tile 
midship position. 
Large models of th** apparatus have 
been experimented with, and it is said 
that perfect success has beeu obtained 
limier all possible conditions. Since the 
new method of guiding torpedoes is 
greately superior to the old, which 
made use of electric wires, it is evident 
that tile new invention will lie an im­ 
portant factor in future naval warfare.

john T. MeCutcheon, the Chicago 
Record's Manila correspondent, writing 
under date of May 7 about our arm y’s 
advance an San Fernando, says: 
Santo Tomas is peculiarly situated. 
Tile town is at least a mile in a wester- 
lj direction from the railway, and the 
river runs south of the town. Between 
the railway and Santo Tomas is a 
swampy 
stretch 
of 
uncultivated 
ground, which makes a direct com rnu- 
uioation with the track impracticable. 
In consequence of this the road reach­ 
ing the railway runs off iii a northerly 
diagonal 
direction, 
intersecting 
the 
railway 
about 
a 
mile 
beyond 
the 
bridge. At the intersection stands the 
railway station and freightbouse, with 
a cluster of nipa houses in the bamboo 
woods just south of the station, while 
beyond for 1,000 yards is a broad, open 
riot field. San Fernando lies only three 
milos northwest, along the railway, 
from the Santo Tomas station, and as 
It was thou Hie Filipino capital a hard 
tight was confidently expected to aw ait 
our troops l»efore taking it. 
On the afternoon of May 4 the troops 
began advancing from the Santo To­ 
ning bridge toward the station. 
From 
a1] indications it might have been sup­ 
posed that there was not au insurgent 
within miles. 
A gigantic trench, very 
recently built, was passed, and a huge 
breastwork across the railway track 
about 1.2D0 yards south of the station 
gave no hostile sound as the soldiers 
advanced and peacefully climbed over 
It. Down in tile depression on each side 
ran long, serpentine rifle pits, adm ira­ 
bly designed to defeat a flanking tire. 
It must have taken days to dig them, 
aud yet there w asn't a shot fired from 
them. 
Colonel Funston, with four compa­ 
nies of Kansas men. were in advance, 
and the rest of the brigade was cross­ 
ing the bridge some distance below. 
Funston pushed on through a strip of 
bamboo trees aud, keeping his men 
down behind the high roadbed of tile 
railway on the left side, got the com­ 
mand up by the freightbouse. where 
bis position covered a low line of earth­ 
w o r k s lion yards off to the right. There 
was no tiring at tile time. 
Some of 
the soldiers had come up tile railway 
from the rear and were hunting a well 
among the nipa bouses where drinking 
water could lie had. They branched off 
along tile road 
running across the 
track to the right aud succeeded in 
finding a good well tit the farther edge 
of the trees. Ten or 15 were clustered 
there tilling their canteens and drink­ 
ing away the thirst that by this time 
was nearly maddening. 
Caution and 
fear of bullets were lost in their eager­ 
ness to quench their thirst, and the 
group carelessly exposed at the well 
drew a sudden and totally unexpected 
lire from the trenches in the field near 
by. 
At the first indication that the treuch 
was occupied Colonel Funston began 
firing steady volleys along its shallow 
rim. Several of the men uear the well 
edged over and joined the firing party 
at the freigtithouse, but it was re­ 
markable to see that even under the 
fierce fire of the insurgents other sol­ 
diers came Into tile bullet zone to get 
the drink of w ater that they craved so 
keenly. 
For uearly half an hour the 
fight raged savagely. 
General MacAr­ 
thur was moving up more troops as 
quickly 
as 
possible, 
and 
General 
Wheaton and his staff had reached the 
Position held by Funston. 
There was 
ho way of knowing how many insur­ 
gents were liehiud the trench or what 
forces the woods beyond might cou- 
et a1. 
Colonel 
Funston 
was 
shot 
through the left hand at this time ami 
"us suffering much from the wound. 
I hen in the heat of the action occurred 
( ne of those picturesque charges which 
•re rarely seen outside of paintings a 
gallant rush, which proved to be one 
the most dashing aud thrilling Inci­ 
dents of the campaign. 
Ceueral Wheaton whipped out his 
revolver, and, waving It above his 
mad. yelled In that thunderous voice 
of ms, “Come on, boys; follow me!" 
and away he went in a mad rush out 
u to the bullet swept field. 
Hot after 
hi, racing in a frenzy of enthusiasm, 
cam# his staff aud Colonel Funston 
nnd every one of the men within four 
kansas companies. Out from the well 
| an the soldiers who had been crouch­ 
es l>ehind the little protected places, 
and the field was a wild confusion of 
'■nag figures. The men were shooting 
a* U;ey ran and cheering as they shot. 
own across the plowed field they 
demons, with 
beaten on ahead and Funston, with 
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•* appeared that the insurgents would 
’ 
r begin to run, for as the Hue of 
* ag Kansans came down on them 
Huck to their trench with the des 


perate courage ot men woo ngnt wit ii 
certain death coming like a whirlwind 
to strike them down. 
They held tight 
until our soldiers were within 2<mi 
yards of the trench, and then terror 
overtook them and they tried to flee 
Their firing had slackened until only a 
few shots were sent back as they ran. 
One native paused to shoot, and a 
Kansas man drew a bead on him and 
shot him down. The American officers 
were using their revolvers, aud we 
could see the rebels dropping. 
Most of 
them reached the woods beyond, but 
behind the trench and on the upward 
•lope on the other side there were 13 
dead ones left as silent testimony to 
opr 
soldiers* 
marksmanship. 
Many 
were found wounded aud were after­ 
ward taken up to tin* freightbouse for 
treatment. 
Less than ten Americans 
were wounded, a i# only two were kill­ 
ed. 
That action ended the advance 
for the day. 
One of the most important aud nec­ 
essary 
components of au 
invading 
army is the corps of scouts. 
Major 
Bell is the chief of the scouts in Gen­ 
eral M acArthur’s division, 
The part 
he plays iii the great military machine 
is to go on ahead of the army until he 
is shot at or until he sees tile enemy 
established in their defenses. Then he 
returns with his report and is gener­ 
ally sent with the advancing troops to 
point out where caution is to be ob­ 
served and where tile men must expect 
the fighting to begin. 
San Fernando was supposed to be 
very strongly defended. 
The meager 
Information that could be obtained led 
General MacArthur to expect a stiff 
fight before it could be taken. There 
were rumors of artillery being placed 
to command the roads leading to it 
and others to the effect that several 
thousand riflemen were to make a des­ 
perate stand to prevent the Americans 
taking the city. It was the largest aud 
finest city north of Manila, the seat of 
the Filipino government, ami the nat­ 
ural assumption was that the insur­ 
gents could not afford to lose it on ac­ 
count of its sentimental significance. 
On the night of May 4 it was an­ 
nounced at the general headquarters 
that no movement would be made on 
the city until the morning of May 6. 
General MacArthur ordered Major Bell 
to take a small scouting party the fol­ 
lowing morning, the 5th, and, lf pos­ 
sible. determine how great a force was 
lu San Fernando aud what disposition 
was made of it. 
At ti o’clock the start 
was made. 
Major Bell, Lieutenant 
Mead, 15 soldiers aud 3 correspond­ 
ents. Bass, Keen and myself, compos­ 
ed tile party. 
The major, the lieuten­ 
ant ami an orderly were mounted, but 
the remaining members were on foot. 
When the party, numbering 20, 15 
armed with King-Jorgensens and the 
rest with revolvers, got as far as the 
American outposts, a halt was made. 
Thenceforth extreme caution was nec­ 
essary. 
First, tile leaders directed half 
the soldiers to move slowly forward in 
the shelter of the trees, along one side 
of the road aud Hie other half to take 
a similar position on tile other side. 
“ Now, you men must understand me. 
I don't want a shot tired. 
If they fire 
on us get in what protection you eau, 
and don’t, under any circumstances, 
fire unless you simply have to. I don’t 
want the insurgents to see us. either. 
Keep In the shadow of those trees, and 
if you have to get into the road be 
careful to keep out of the center. Now, 
I’m going forward. We’ll leave these 
three horses with you,” indicating the 
correspondents, “for we must go on 
ahead. 
You bring them on about 200 
yards to our rear; for if anybody is 
wounded we’ll have to use a horse to 
get him to the rear. You must observe 
the strictest caution and keep as close 
into the trees as you can.” 
After these businesslike preparations 
the men disappeared in the trees lin­ 
ing the road aud moved on ahead. A 
Blight bend presently revealed a long, 
straight stretch Into the city of San 
Fernando. 
About three-quarters of a 
mile down this stretch was a very 
heavy breastwork crossing the road, 
and behind it were some nipa houses. 
Tart of the distance was well lined with 
scrubby trees, which concealed the 
members of our party from view. Oc­ 
casionally Major Bell was observed a 
short distance ahead peering through 
the leaves and fixing his fieldglasses 
on the breastwork ahead. 
There was 
no sign of life about It. 
Our party would advance a hundred 
yards, then pause for nearly 15 min 
utes with glasses studying every clump 
of bushes and everything ahead that 
could conceal a man. 
By degrees the 
scouts worked their way up to with­ 
in 300 yards of the breastworks, where 
an open field was reached, aud conse­ 
quently no further advance could be 
made undiscovered. 
The horses were 
tied In a clump of bushes, and we 
edged up to the limit of the trees. At 
this time an Insurgent officer was seen 
riding down the road leading from San 
Fernando to the breastworks, the ex­ 
tension of which we were on. 
He 
seemed unconscious of the nearness 
of our party aud made no attempt at 
concealment. As he reached the breast­ 
works he paused, ami several figures 
were seen talking to him. Then he de­ 
liberately rode back toward San Fer­ 
nando. 
After seme minutes Major 
Bell showed himself in the road, feel­ 
ing that at such short range the insur­ 
gents would be tempted to fire. 
But 
there w’asu’t a sound, aud, aside from 
our party, not a human being could be 


seen. 
The city of San Fernando, scarcely 
one-tliird of a mile away, was peaceful 
and quiet. 
Once more Major Bell 
walked across the road in full view, 
aud Mead leisurely followed him. Sev­ 
eral times this w as repeated, but it 
drew no hostile shot from the for­ 
tresslike 
warehouses 
or the heavy 
breastwork just ahead. 
Little by lit­ 
tle the scouts edged down the side of 
the road. 
Presently we were all out 
In the little open field in front of the 
breastworks. The leaders were within 
IOO yards of it, and the rest were scat­ 
tered in a long, loose string behind. 
Every 
man 
was 
avoiding 
getting 
bunched with the others. Now* the dis­ 
tance shrank to 50 yards, and still no 
sign. 
By this time it was reasonably 
certain that the breastwork had been 
abandoned. 
Twenty-five 
yards, 
ten 
yards, and then the foremost men 
climbed up and over. 
There wasn’t a 
soul in sight, for the men w*e had seen 
had quietly crept off to the rear. 
The 
splendid defense, a high bank of earth, 
with bamboo loopholes for hundreds 
of men, had bien completely aban­ 
doned. 
GILLM ORE’S DIARY. 


B x t r a c t a F r o m It ( j i v e a n A o ro n n t o f 
t h e L ien te uii lit** I nip rf aon m e a t . 
At the fall of the last Filipino capi­ 
tal, San Isidro, when C olonel Summers 
entered the city with the Oregon and 
Minnesota troops. Sergeant Black aud 
Corporal Harding of Company I, with 
a squad 
of Oregon 
and Minnesota 
troops, entered the prison and found a 
cipher m essa g e written on the wall by 
Lieutenant Gill more of tile Yorktown 
stating in what part of the cell under 
the stone floor would be found a letter 
written by himself aud a diary, says 
the New York Herald. 
There was no signature to the diary, 
as it was broken off abruptly in the 
middle of a sentence. 
Several pages 
of the first part of the diary were 
missing. 
It is evident they referred to 
the writer’s life from his capture on 
Jan. 27 to March 28, when the city of 
Malolos was taken by the Americans. 
The following ure extracts # o u i the 
diary without date: 
“ Men, women and children all flee­ 
ing from the advancing Americans. 
A 
couple of hours’ march brought us to 
Quiuga, where all the Spaniards and 
ourselves stopped for a rest iu a con­ 
vent. 
At 4 iii the morning we were on 
the march again. 
About four hours’ 
march brought us to the bauk of a 
large river, and here w*e were ferried 
across In a large canoe. 
Un the other 
side lay Balding, our resting place for 
the night. 
We were taken into a con­ 
vent aud put into a room about 0 by 
lo, with nothing to sleep on but the 
floor a n d a litter covered with blood. 
The sergeant of the guard was a young 
Spaniard, and tie tried to make it as 
easy as possible for us, bringing us 
some rice and fish to eat. 
“ We saw many wounded here from 
the front. 
Next morning we were 
awakened 
by 
the natives throwing 
stones through the windows at us to 
see us move. 
Hundreds came to gaze 
at us through the door, ineluding many 
priests. 
At about 5) o’clock we 
started on the march again without 
breakfast. 
Many 
of 
the Spaniards 
were so sick that they could hardly 
walk, but tlie uative guards struck 
them with their guns to make them 
move faster, shouting “Sigee!” all the 
time. 
That word I shall never forget, 
for It rang continually In my ears, 
sigee, sigee, sigcc, like a man driving 
cattle. 
We were in a better condition 
than the Spaniards, so they put us 
ahead, but every once In awhile we 
had to stop and wait for the cnzaderos. 
Eleven mouths of imprisonment, hun­ 
ger and hard treatm ent bad left them 
in poor condition to march on a dusty 
road 
in 
the broiling s u d . 
A three 
hours’ march brought us to San Rafael, 
right in the foothill*?. 
They fed us 
here on dry rice without salt or any­ 
thing else.” 
Bufferings of the prisoners from hun­ 
ger on the murch northw ard to Ban 
Ardo, where they heard of a five days’ 
armistice from some Spau lards, who 
gave them tw*o silver dollars, ure also 
recorded in the uiary, which ends: 
“The five days passed slowly aud 
heavily, although we had pleuty to 
eat, all donations of the Spaniards, ex­ 
cept four inotas a day each aud two 
measures of rice apiece given by th 
government. 
This alone would Just 
about have kept body aud soul togcth 
er. 
We sang songs together to show 
that we were In good spirits.”

Those who are conversant with the 
use of globes know that all the merid­ 
ians of longitude starting from the 
equator converge toward and meet at 
the |H»le.

They 
know very well that when it is noon in 
London it is about 7 o’clock in the 
morning in Boston, and that when it is 
noon in San Francisco it Is about a 
quarter past 3 In the afternoon In New 
York. 
Now, as flu* meridian of London ex­ 
tends to the north pole, it necessarily 
ensues that When it is noon In the Eng­ 
lish capital it must also be noon at the 
north pole. 
In a similar m anner when 
it is noon at Boston, or In San Francis­ 
co, or at Peking, or any other place 
situated In the northern hemisphere, 
it follows that it must also be noon at 
the pole, because all the meridians of 
those places unite at the north pole. 
Therefore it is noon all day long at the 
pole. 
Thus there is an entire absence of 
time at the pole. 
But it would be Just 
as correct to say that it Is a place 
where there is a preponderance of 
time, for it is practically any time of 
day during the whole 24 hours, or in­ 
deed through the year.

dent at the north pole could make it 
any time of tiny he might choose to se­ 
lect. with the consciousness that it 
would be the right time.—Youth’s Com­ 
panion.
